-and illegal work is, naturally carried out by tho APPARAT. The three* open and* above 
ground, divisions, are the ■ WORLD FEDERATI OIT : OF TRADE UNIONS, the WOMENS INTERNATIONAL' 
DEMOCRATIC FEDERATION (successor to- the 'INTERNATIONAL VOMBNS CONGRESS) and the 
WORLD FEDERATION OF DEMOCRATIC YOUTH. Those are powerful international pressure 
groups whoso influence should, never 'bo .disnisscd as uninportant. The WFTU, for 
:exaaple, is pressing for Unitfcd Nationi^representation., JOB CURRAN and'HARRY 
BRIDGES recently threatened to use the WFTU naritiao workers all over the world 
to tie, up Anerican ships in foreign ports in the event that the United States 
tried to clear strike bound ships with strike-breaJccrs or governnent service 
personnel* 

About five hundred 1 young Americans including veterans will travel to 
Prague this sunner to -participate in what is euphcnistically represented* to be 
a "World Youth Festival* 1 ! The aajority will cone fron non-Coroinist organizations 1 
but the AYD will be well represented* The Festival will bo .underwritten by the 
Czechoslovakian governnent of whidh a veteran Ctlnintern functionary J CLEMENT 
GOTWALDi is n6w P^iio Mihister^ Director of the Festival's prograi of n yovxig, 
workers i peasants s and faraers, students, young people fron religious, cultural*! 
:and sports organizations of all continents spending their holidays playing and 
learning, and working together 11 .will be another seasoned -NKVD agent OTTO KATZ,' 
alias ANDRE SIMON ♦ The WDY claias the fantastic total of 45,000,000 young aa>* 
bers in 62 countries* with nost.of then probably in tho*Soviet Union, Its U*S« 
affiliated the AMERICAN \YOTTH FOR '.A FREE WORLD, 144 Bleecker Street, New York 12, 
New York, The tt free youth of Ancricatf will nake side * trips to'Connunist Poland 
and Titoslavia to study n real denocratic frcedoa* at first hand. Oddly enough, no 
other educational 1 side trips^are planned to any other country. Tho American 
backers of this Coaintern enterprise tried to hoodwink tJ j U. S. governnent into 
-supplying an aray transport or other vessel to carry , the delegates to Buropo but 
the State Departnent ruled that the project was political rather than educational 



and acadcnic, thus scotching this bright idea* 

PLAIN TALK carried a snail article on the Festival in its June issue* 
The N. Y. VORLD-TELSGrRAM claincd that Mrs, Wendell Wilkie, Carl Sandburg, Sinclair 
Levis, Helen Hayes, Ingrid Bcrgnan, Mrs* J# Borden Harrinari, Cornelius Otis Skin- 
ner, and Oxonas Mann cither contributed financially to help defray the delegates 1 
expenses, estinatod at $700 aoicce, or sponsored the Festival* On the other 
hfiAd'the'Y.M.C.A., Y.W;C,A. r NATIONAL STUDENT CONFERENCE, and several others de- 
cided against sending official' delegates. The GIRLS FRIENDLY SOCIETY withdrew 
as soon as the AMERICAN YCUIH for a FREE WORLD accented the AYD as a bona fide 
youth group,

CP. pro^ganda continues to lay heavy onnhasis on. -two nain thene 
songs, 1*) the coning Anericwi crash, and 2.) tho "luaalgan* allegation that all 
anti-Connunist activity is really not aincd at the CiP. at all but is actually 
a sinister plot to snashi labor and destroy civil liberties; It is simly astonish- 
ing and at the sane tine depressing to see how effective such lying propaganda 
can really be. Liberals I Catholics, Negroes, labored other ninority groups are 
solemnly warned n IT IS REALLY YOU TH3Y ARE AFTER!" Tho fact that representa- 
tives froa such grows have omeareft before Legislative hearings in Washington, 
Michigan, Illinois, California, rJid elsewhere to l0(?gc vigorous nro tests against 
proposed bills to investigate Connunist activities troves that this Connunist 
strategy of scaring and winning over allios to defend then is<aollto effective* 

Heavy cmhasis is laid on the fact that Gcrnan Catholics, Socialists, 
liberals, and labor leaders who shunned Connunists aad refused to collaborate 
with then ultinately found thonselvos in the sano Nazi concentration cams and 
Gestapo torture colls as the Corraxnists. The inference being that American liber- 
als and ainorities who now refuse to defend Connunists when they are under attack 
will very shortly find thensolves in Ancricnn concentration crms and torturo 
cells of tho "Amricnn fascists seeking to snash and enslave labor 11 . Even PHIL 
MURRAY refors to the Taft-Hrxlcy labor bill as tho "first stcn towards fascist. 
It cannot be denied that this few tjmo of propaganda is highly effective anong 
the uncritical and unreflecting. 

The Varga B theno song 11 of the coning Amricnn depression has now 



reached its fullest crescendo in the world wide Connctnist press and its vast net- 
work of Charlio McCarthies, Tho Cojsnunist President of Poland, Chief Counsel 
PRESSMAN of ^he C.I.O., French stooges of the Conintcrn, and nany others have 
t^Jcen w the refrain, now rapidly beconing a ch*nt* Increased relief rtnd unon- 
Ployoent figures we gloefully blown up and given proninent space in all C.P. 
publicity outlets. The California Veterans Connittoe of the C.I.O., for expxiplo, 
clains that there are 186,000 unenployed vets in California alone. 

EXPULSIONS. Alert wid woll-inforned anti-Connanist sources as well 
as the CP* itself have teen strangely silent on a series of emulsions fron the 
Party amounting alnost to a Moscow purge Newsnpjners gave a little publicity last 
year to the ousting of Playwright SUTH KCKENNEY and her husband BRUCE MINTON 
(right nane BRANSTON) ♦ Since they wero cast into outer darkness other Party 
stalwarts have walked the t)lank, including SAM! DARCY, JACK LAWRSNSON, BURT SUTTA, 
ARTHUR KEITH , JAMES DRURY, M# HEDLSY STONE , «i& a nunber of others largely in 
New York and Son Erwcisco. Most of then were quietly dunned without benefit of 
trial or oven appearances before Review Connissions (fornerly Control Concessions.) 
No one apparently knows how extensive these purges have been or tho total nunber 
ousted. The expellees, it should be nade clear., are not Browderites. Trotzkyitos, 
right deviationists, or revisionists but insist that they are ultra left, true 
blue Leninist revolutionaries. They charge that tho Corcainist leadership has sold 
out to the class cneny^and is treacherously betraying tho revolution in this 
country # Jn fact, they indict DENNIS, FOSTER, and the present bureaucracy of 
"revisionist, Kvostisa (tailisn), and other heinous crines against the gospel 
of Marx-Engels-Lenin. Oddly enough, they do not attack Stalin or Russian Conmnists 
but on tho contrary insist that they alono arc the true followers of Stalin and 
tho Russian pnrty line in this country.

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pnd the California Tenney Connittee nlso contributed naterially to Comunist 
unhappiness during tho past nonth. 

COMMUNISTS IN THE GOVERNMENT, RELIGION, AND CULTURAL FIELDS 

CARL ALDO MARZANI, 35 year old Stato Denartnent official was convicted 
on May 22 on all eleven counts of an indictnent charging hin with concealing his 
C»P* affiliation. He faces a naxinua of ten yews on each count. Sentence has 
not been passed* MARZANI insisted he was never a Conmnist although tho srosecu- 
tion brought in a nunber of forner CP. nenbers Including undercover operatives of 
the N#Y* Police Force who all testified that they had attended closed Connunist 
neetings at which MARZANI boasted' that "now is tho ttno for revolution" as far 
back as 1941* It should be noted that the MARZANIj conviction was based on fraud 
perpetrated against the U«S, governnent and not on* his C*P* ncriborship which was 
not an issue in tho trial* Oddly enough, MARZANI ^as trowed and first emosed by 



alert House Un-American Activities Comlttco employe who spotted his name in a 
voluminous index of How York Stato petition signers to nlace the Communist Party 
on tho ballot* 

The Civil Service Commission has notified Congress that 24 persons wore 
fired or resigned from the Federal payroll oJfid 42 others were denied jobs after 
loyalty checks between January 1, 1946, and 'March 31, 1947* Of the 66, 47 were 
classified as Connunists, 3 as -Fascists, 11 as Nazis, and 5 were pro-Jaoanese^ 

The initiative of a Unitarian loynan, LARRY S. DAVIDOW of DetroH and 
the testimony of two other Unitarian laymen finally put an end to a disgraceful 
situation in that church wherein a consistent fellow traveller and T>ro-Connunist, 
the Reverend STEPHEN H. TRITCHMAN v;as belatedly ousted fron his editorial post on 
the official Christian Register after years of slanting and biasing that church 
publication. It was alleged that tho Reverend FRITCHMAN had been a member, spon- 
sor, or officer of at least 25 different CP, front organizations during the r>ast 
ten years. FRITCHMAN defended his pro-Soviet, r>ro-Comnunist line on the grounds 
of Unitarian liberalism but his fl liboralism n included an attack on the AMERICAN 
CIVIL LIBERTIES UNION because it defended the right of all people to freedom of 
speech and freedom of the press, Like the Communists, the Reverend gentlenan ! s 
"liberalism* and freedom s>t speech was restricted to his own particular line of 
goods. This was the last straw a^marently as far as the American Unitarian As- 
sociation was concerned. A coanitteo of inquiry was set up, hearings conducted 
and the Executive Committee found PRITCHMAN guilty as ch**rged by a voto of 6 to 3. 
A^ subsequent discussion, however, led to a switch of two votes, so that tho final 
result was 5 to 4 for clearing hin. He persisted, however, in his r>ro-Sovlet edi- 
torializing and was ultimately suspended by tho Executive Board after prolonged 
wrangling over his -rights as Editor of the Christian Register . The membership 
sustained the Executive Board by an overwhelming vote. 



DAVIDOW faced FRITCHMAN at the "annual assembly meeting and pointing his 
finger at the forner editor, dramatically charged, "I insist that he is a Connunist 
and I Invito hin to start legal action for slander^* DAVIDOV had studied back 
issues of the 1 Christian Register and had found its nages tt ret>lete with Conmnist 
propnganda, exalting the Connunist die t at or ship . n 

HOLLYWOOD . CHARLIE CHAPLIN, DOROTHY PARKER, EDWARDG. ROBINSON and 
other Hollywood celebrities will be invited to Washington by special supoona this 
September to testify before the House Un-Anerican Activities Committee Just what 
they know about Communism in the nation 1 s novie capital* Miss PARKER, a writer, 
recently addressed a New York rally for the convicted Conihtern agbnt HANS BISLER. 
She said she camd to "damn the souls* of the House Un*Ameriean Activities Committee 
and its Chairman. Representative PARNELL THOl&S of New Jersey. 

COMMUNISTS IN THE LABOR , MSVEMgNT 

The maritime strike which has just been settled as this issue goes to 
press presented several curious angles. JOE CURRAN and the other anti-Cormnists 
temporarily set aside their feud with the Stalinists to concentrate all efforts on 
the strike and negotiations with the steamship owners* The NATIONAL MARITIME 
UNION, in fact, denied that they were on strike but insisted that thoy^had been 
Hocked out." N.M.U. crews continued to work their ships in port but refused to 
sign articles permitting the vessels to clear for the open sea. This n stay in 
strike* in best syndicalist tradition kept the seamen on the nayroll and obviated 
the disadvantage of moving gear ashore and paying for board and room. 

Connunist interest in the naritino situation is pointed up by a 
WOLTHAK disclosure in the H, Y, WOHLIJ-mEGRAM that HASOT BHI DOSS attended a 
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secret conference in New York with WILLIAM Z. FOSTER, JOHN WILLIAMSON, National 
Labor Secretary of the CP., ROBERT THOMPSON, N. Y. State Secretary of the Party, 
and AL LANNON (right name YITSRI) "national co-ordinator for the marine industry.* 
The- conference was allegedly -held behind JOB 'CURRANT hack in the apartment of 
MURRAY WINOCUR, Secretary of the C.I.O. Maritime Joint Policy Committee. WINOCUR, 
a radio operator and an AMERICAN' COMMUNICATIONS ASSOCIATION official, was removed 
from his ship as a subversive during the war by the U.S. Navy under Public Law 
•No. 351. According to the New York newspaper BRIDGES "looked flabbergasted" when 
an enterprising WORLD-TELEGRAM reporter asked, "Did you have a good conference 
with* Mr. Poster?" BRIDGES is reported to have denied that he came out of any 
building, "What conference! I don't know what you aro talking about. I Just 
ran down the street after this cab. You're crazy — I don't know vhat you aro 
talking about:" 

JOE. CURRAN during tho war yelled the loudest to "Open a Second Front 
Now.'" Although of military age and. without minor dependents ho studiously avoided 
military service himself resorting to White House pressure on his draft board 
when his number was called. CURRAN now finds himself fighting for his life on two 
fronts. The employers forced him to -side with the Communists in spreading tho 
maritime strike while at tho same time he is forced to fight a defensive action 
on a second front against tho Communists. The Waterfront Section of the CP. 
ordered all of its members back to sea a few months ago in ordor to capturo 
ships' committees and to land delegateships to the N.M.U. Convention this fall 
when the CP. undoubtedly will either .try to oust CURRAN or else. surround and 
immobilize him with a complete Stalinist hierarchy of officials. CURRAN accuses 
tho sea-going commies of instigating smear and slander enapnigns against him and' 
his supporters and of plotting "hay wire actions", i.e. , unauthorized quickie 
strikes, in order to embarrass his administration of the union. Another sly 
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Coraunist .maneuver. is to rowrito certain sections of/ the N.M.U, Constitution 
abolishing or consolidating certain koy ^inion offices in order to reaovcCurranitos 
fro&: power*,* 

The nari tine .strike had far nor e serious Applications than noroly try- 
ing to tie up those American vesselsknder Conauhist-C*I,0* Control* Inforned 
circles pointed out that the French and Italian governments are precariously 
clinging to power only as long as they can avoid general strikes .and.najor poli- 
tical crises* Both governnents and their national e6ononies are today 'totally; 
dependent on food,, coal, anddl* shipped in fron the outside world, largely in 
American bottoms*, The North African grain crop cannot be ^ harvested and noved to 
France *and. Italy before August. IStlu in the two critical months intervening both 
countries and their non-Coraunist governnents are therefore vitally dependent on 
American v shipping* An inforned government source gave it as his private opinion 
that any prolonged shipping ^strike, no natter what its apparent American notiva- 
•tion, night quite possibly load to hunger riots and demonstrations in both Italy 
and Franco and the collapse or Communist overthrow of the governments* CtUffiAN. is 
seitling for a 5#*wago increase .instead of the 20$ demanded ajid abandonment of 
several other union demands has apparently for the tine being thwarted tho Con- 
nunist plot to tie up U*. SI shipping for several weeks* The danger of B lover 
action n s by other Commnist-controlled i maritime unions walking out and forcing 
the N.M.U* to resnect their picket lines, nevertheless , still remains as part of 
the Comintern ! s over-all grand' strategy planned on a global basis. 

MIKE quILL's. slow-down of the Hew York transit system by the old French 
svndicalist technique of sabotage known as "following out literally every*word 
in the company^ book of rules 11 affords an interesting example of Communist sabo- 
tage tactics where direct strike action is either inadvisable or prohibited by 
law*. The French postal system was virtually brought to, a standstill about a 



decado ago by this syndicalist tactic. It naturally has the advantage of harras- 
sing;and exasperating the government or management without the loss of a dollar 1 * 
wages to. the slow down saboteurs. ELIZABETH GURLSY FLYNN wrote a small I.W.Y. f 
pamphlet entitled tt SABOTAGE about thirty years ago when she was still a member 
of tho ff wobblios n and it is quite plain the Communists arc merely taking a page 
out of this now almost forgotten and extremely rare I.W.V. booklet. 

UNITED AUTO WORKERS EXECUTIVE BOARD ducks a tough one when it recent- 
ly voted 9 to 8 against enforcing a Constitutional ban on. office-holding by 
Communists. Enforcement is to bo left to local unions, which cynical observers 
say means the whole question is relegated to tho dust bin., 

PHIL MURRAY BLASTS C.P.ers. ' The LABOR LEADER , official organ of tho 
ASSOCIATION OF CATHOLIC TRADE, UNIONISTS, reports tint the C.1,0. President, long 
noted for his neat footwork on the high wiro of dodging tho Communist issue and 
maintaining his balance between the Left and Right, lost his patience with the 
Stalinists at tho May mooting of the C.I.O.'a Executive Board. MURRAY is reported 
.as saying, n If Communism is an issue in any of your unions, throw it f to hell out 
and throw its advocates out along with it. 1 * 1 In nn angry denunciation of MAURICE 
TRAVIS, selected by tho MIKE MILL and SMELTERS WORKERS union Comsiunists to sue- 
cced ousted pro-Communist REID ROBINSON, MURRAY charged, 11 When n man accepts 
office — paid office in n union — * to render sorvico to workers, and then delivers 
that service to other outside interests, that nan is nothing but a darned traitor, 0 
MURRAY is also reported as having stated, ff Thcro is no reason why any leader of 
the C.I.O, should apologize for Communism, There has been too much of that. f It 
should be stopped.* It has been previously observed that while MURRAY talks a 
good fight against the Communists ho still, has to denonstrato that ho has ever 
done them any real injury or given then any serious setbacks. 
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A long /two column article in the' WORKER of June 15th by the C.P.'s 
National Labor Secretary, -JOHN WILLIAMSON, indicates where effective counter-action 
does hurt. WILLIAMSONS tirade is mainly directed against a Pittsburgh priest,, 
the Reverend Charles 0. Rice* The priest wrote two .articles for OUR SUNDAY 
VISITOR, a Catholic paper, suggesting that organization within the unions is 
the only effective answer and antidote to super efficient Communist infiltration 
in the unions* £he Catholic clergyman advocated tightly organized joint efforts 
by all non-Communists in the unions banded together on a broad basis of unity 
against the Communists. 

This evidently hit a most sensitive nerve 'in the* Communist apparatus 

because the C.P% reacted very quickly through no less spokesman . than its National 

Labor Secretary. Such "Vatican meddling in labor unions* is, of course, according 

to the commies nothing but the ff sinister opening wedge of clerical fascism! 11

OTHER COIMJNIST ACTIVITIES, FRONTS, and MI SCELLASEOtJS 

CONGitBSS OP AMSRI CAN * WOMEN, While a great deal of publicity and atten- 
tion has been attracted to the AMERICAN YOUTH- FOR DEMOCRACY as a CP. front, 
fcartl^ulafly in the, colleges, another equally dangerous -CP. satellite has quietly 
and effectively been branching out. Throe of CAW 1 s vice chairmen, ELIZABETH 
GURLEY FLYNN, RUTH YOUNG, and GERTRUDE LANE, are either veteran Communists or 
fellow travellers from away back. Dr. GENE WELTFISH, Chairman, is a follow 
traveller and the C.A.W.* is- frequently and lavishly endorsed in the -DAILY WORKER 
and other CP. organs. 

UNITED NEGRO AND ALLIED VETERANS OF AMERICA. The first annual con- 
vention of UNAVA held in New York over Memorial Day weekend attracted very little 

attention in any of the radical papers except the CP. press which naturally 
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devoted considerable space to the encampment. Three hundred delegates reputedly 

represented twenty states* No total membership claims were made* Main planks 

in the convention^ program were: 

1 # Protection of lives and property of Negro veterans in the 
Deep Souths ' * 

2, Federal aid in securing terminal leave bonds for Southern 
Negro veterans* 

3. Enforcement of Federal laws governing Negro rights and 
benefits* 

A UNAVA delegation went to the War Department in Washington and secured modif ica- 
tion of certain rules requiring notarization of terminal leave amplications. It 
also annealed for extension of tho deadline on filing such applications, 

NATIONAL COUNCIL 0? AMERICAN-SOVIET FRIENDSHIP. Created ostensibly 
to promote American-Soviet relations, this loading CP. front recently onco 
again demonstrated its unilateral and Un-American function of supporting and do- 
fending Russian foreign policy and at the same timo criticizing and opposing 
American policy. As its latest contribution to international amity and under- 
standing it has sot up the UNITED COMMITTEE AGAINST INTERVENTION IN GREECE AND 
TURKEY. Tho UNITED COMMITTEE consists of such well-known Communist fronts as:

An ugly, bullet-headed little nan with bold, shrewd eyos, MATTAJS 
RAKOSI, long a Comintern functionary and a Russian subject *nd Prig. General in 
tho Red Arny becones tho Connissnr for Soviet Hungary. Ho openly boasted -that 
he "had put it over before the United States could rub its oyes. ff RAKOSI was 
one of the Connunist International officials who signed the dissolution of the 
Coaintern in 1943 which led nany trusting and naive Anericans to believe that 
Stalin had "reforned* under the pressure of war and gratitude for Anerican mili- 
tary and econonic aid. Meanwhile the terror and liquidation of the last froo 
voicos of opposition in Jugoslavia,. Runania» Bulgaria, and Poland is being stepped 
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up according to reliable reports from those' Soviet-dominated lands. Even moder- 
ately democratic Czechoslovakia whore somo civil liberties are still retained, 
reports a "purge" of all "criminals of the pen", i.e., Czech patriots not too 
friendly towards their own Communist masters or toward tho Soviet Union.

Ho painted a rosy picture of handsome. prof its which American 
businessmen could make dealing with' Poland, Even tho usually careful and staid 
NEW YORK TIMES accorded BOREJZSA a. dignified interview as a "loading Polish 
Businessman," According to tho NEW LEADER BOREJZSA is actually tho Communist 
director of a publishing co-operative through which tho Polish dictatorship owns 
and operates all printing plants — oven those printing Catholic publications. 
Like tho rost of the notorious Lublin Committee now dominating tho Polish govem- 
nent, BOREJZSA was a Soviet subject before moving into Poland with the Rod Army. 
During the Spanish Civil War he was allegedly a correspondent for IZVESTIA. The 
NEW LEADER claims that his brother, who uses tho alias of "Major ROZANSKI", is 
the Director of the Polish Security Police torture chamber in Warsaw, an adjunct 
of the.NKVD.

THE COMMUNIS? 7B0W 
By far tho most important and significant development on the CP. front 
in the past several years w as last month's Cominform statement attacking Tito and 
the Jugoslav C.P. Tho future history of the world will, in all probability, bo 
changed profoundly by this sensational break in the iron, ring of Soviet satellites. 
It naturally gave rise- to tho wildest speculations and guesses by both exports and 
pseudo exports including radio commentators and news columnists. Even the DAILY

Italian and Greek situations, or tho question of a Balkan Federation* That the

Jugoslav Commdnists, despito lh6ir absolute power over tho country* had been 
totally unable or unwilling even to attenpt to solvo tho agrarian question* It 
must bo recalled that Stalin in 1929 ordered the forced collectivization of Russian 
agriculture, which during the following three years cost the lives by starvation 
of four to five million Russian peasants in addition to those deported by tho 
hundreds of thousands to Siberia to perish miserably of cold, starvation, < and 
disease* Tito quite evidently was unable or unwilling to attempt any Stalinist 
"liquidation of tho kulaks as a class* 1 in his own country* Tho Jugoslav peasants 
havo tilled and owned their own littlo fara patchos for centuries, oven under the 
Turks and vjould probably die fighting to a nan against any forced Bolshevik 
"collectivization". Jugoslavia is still predominantly agrarian. > Shore are less 
than 200,000 industrial workers in a country of 15 millions. Tito may havo enslaved 
tho urban populations undcrOZNA (secret police) terror — he evidently got nowhero 
with the peasants* This to tho Russians was naturally "retreating from positions, 
of tho working class and parting from the Marxist theory of tho class struggle* 1 * 
The Cominform indictment is quite specific and unequivocal in its condemnation of 
Tito«s tolerance of private land ownership. Tito ovidently still loans too heavily^ 



on the Fational Trent of allied and sympathetic but non-Communist <^^^^f^^^^^ 
insists on a monolithic, all powerful, one party (Communist) dictatorship^^reo 



years should havo boon plenty of timo to wipe out and' liquidate not only all 
oppositionists but all allies as woll , the Cominform implies* 

Tho Jugoslav C. P* is alloged to lack "intra-party democracy" — and to 



suffer from a "shameful, purely Turkish, terroristic regime* 1 . 'This is typical 
Communist double talk meaning that Tito has ruthlossly eliminated all pro-Soviet 
elements *"by cruel reprisals 0 and built himself a nice little air-ti^xt monolithic 
party of his own, 100JS under his control* TitoU boast that the Exploitation of 
man by man" would soon bo ended in his country and that the last lingering remnants 
of capitalistic enterprise would soon bo extirpated, is coldly dismissed by the 
Cominform as "an adventurous non-Marxist act doomed to failure and a vast demagogi- 
cal declaration* 1 * She communique then charges Tito vrith fraud saying, "these Left- 
wing decrees and declarations of the Jugoslav leadership are calculated to mask « 
thoir refusal to confess their faults and to confess their faults and to correct 
them honestly. " The old Stalin-Vishinsky mania for extracting "confessions" of 
guilt from thoir victims characteristic of tho bloody purge trials of 1936-38 still 
seems to operate in tho Russian mentality. Even the boast that capitalism will soon 
bo destroyed in Jugoslavia is not as important as a confession of heresy against 
Stalinism. It is unlikely that Stalin will got any voluntary confessions from such 
seasoned scoundrols and vetoran Communists as Tito, Djilas, Eankovic, Kardolj ~ 
they know the torture-confession racket too well themselves; and they are not 'likely 
to allow themselves to fall into Stalin f s hands., 

Many cautious and logically suspicious Americans naturally raise tho 
question, ft Is this split on tho level, or is it d phony, treacherous maneuver 
designed to plant Tito and his murderers or American fliers on our side for a juicy 
slice of Marshall Plan aid?" T*x> sentences in* the Cominform indictment seem to 
rule this out. The Jugoslavian Commies aro twico chargod in- the indictment with 
"Trotzkyism". The accusation of Trotskyism is a, Communist form of curse and 
tantamount to a virtual excommunication and covert sentence of political death. 
Trotzkyito "mad-dogs" aro to be exterminated as the first order of business even as 
Trotzky himself ifas assassinated in 1940 in Mexico by one of Stalin's hatchetmen. 
The charge of Trotzkyism is entirely without grounds. As a matter of fact, f Tito 
was for years one of Stalin's chief liquidators of Trotskyites and undoubtedly 



ordered -or directly participated in the Borders or betrayals to the police of many 
of Trotzky*s followers* 

It is not generally known that Tito as Josip Broz was a police spy and 
stool pigeon in Jugoslavia in 1927-23 and "fingered* many of his <om party pals 
to long prison terms or exile. She American Trotzkyite press, as well as 
Trotzkyites all over the world, immediately rejected and denounced Tito as not one 
of them after the Cominfora bombshell. The hope that Tito will now become a re- 
formed and contrite friend of the western democracies. is also far-fetched and un- 
realistic. The relentless persecution of priests and democratic elements and 
murder of General Kihailovich and countless thousands of other innocent people, 
including peaceful American Army fliers, is hardly the sort of character we would 
welcome as an ally. Plus tho fact that such a seasoned Comintern agent and life 
long Communist terrorist could never be ftilly trusted to come clean. Hhen thieves 
fall out, honest men come into their own^ but it does not follow that one of the 
thieves becomes an honest man. Even now, Tlto f s police are arresting the trying 
^Vatican spies* and persecuting priests for apolitical activity 11 . 

To summarize this most important development; there is no doubt that Stalin 
has suffered a major reverse, which nay profoundly affect .Russian foreign policy and 
Communist aggression in Surope for years to come. It oust not be forgotten that 
Stalin has suffered no similar setbackVin: over twenty years or since Chiang Xai Shek 
double-crossed him at Hankow in 1927. Nor has the monolithic world' Communist Party 
suffered any mutiny or oven incipient rebellion since the abortive Lovostone-Gitlow 
uprising of 1929, vhich Stalin liquidated overnight by a cable to America deposing 
tho 90J$ majority and replacing the leadership with Foster and Browdor, ifco held 
mandates for loss than 10$ of tho CP. VSA. Twenty yoars of unbroken success was 
almost mathematically bound to produce a minor or major setback in time. Tho amaz- 
ing thing about the. Tito mutiny is that it was so beautifully covered up despite the 
thousand-eyed vigilance of tho 1W& and iron discipline of Communism, vMch makes 
even brothors squeal on brothers and life long friends spy end. report on each other.

stock and barrel end has his own ubiquitous secret police totalling close to 60,000. 
Pressure of every sort by surrounding' Communist countries, ^particularly Rumania, 
Poland, and Czocho- Slovakia, , is about all that is left to the Kremlin in the*way of 
corrective punishment.

As was to bo expected, , not a single Communist Party came to tho support^' V' 
of the Jugoslav Party. Sven tho far away Chine st Communists, whom many American i *»*>«&!4 
liberals 11 would have us boliove n aro not really Communists at all but merely 
agrarian reformers 11 , soundly denounced Tito and his cohorts. The American Commies, 
who staunchly deny any organic connection cither with the Soviet Union, the Communist 
Party of Russia or any world Comintern, repudiated" and denounced tho Jugoslav 
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comrades* This is an extremely important and incriminating point. American 
Communists insist in court that they are absolutely free agents and independent of 
any international ties, yet vfeon one of their H Froo and independent 11 parties has 
the temerity of breaking free, the B freo and independent" American Communists support 
the identical positions of the Chinese, Czochoslovakian, French, Cuban, and 
Icelandic parties in upholding the Cominform and the All Union Communist Party of 
Russia* Only tho insignificant Trieste CP. is reported as being split over the Tito 
question with tho Italian Communists upholding tho Cominform and Jugoslav comrades 
adhering to Tito* 

Meanwhilo a. harried and worried world breathes a little easier for a time. 
World Communist leadership - and discipline which heretofore has. boon 10<$ ixw 
vincible*, inflexible, and inexorable has finally shorn a bad crack in its iron 
ranks. . The infallible, omniscient, and ever-victorious Stalin and his Politburo - 
erred disastrously * on thoir evaluation and selection of Jozip Broz, alias Tito as 
satrap for tho Balkan marches. Staling \*holo diplomatic victory in excluding the 
Allies from invading tho Balkans, his rapid Bolshovization of that strategic area 
and, his creeping advance to Bosphorus havo been nullified by this single act of 
treachery and mutiny. 

Tho Jugoslav defection may well, mark tho high water mark of Soviet ex- 
pansionism,, at least in Europe. TitoU example may encourage similar "dangerous 
thoughts* 1 in other restivo Communist satraps. THOREZ in Franco is reported as 
weakoning and slipping becauso of tho impossible role A the French CP. is expected 
to carry. out. Tho Swedish, Finnish, and Ho thcr lands elections hold recently all 
showed significant lossos for tho Communists, tfhilo Communism Mill remain a serious 
threat to tho security of Franco and Italy for some time to come, it is quite evident 
that tho E.R.P. is steaming the red tide and even pushing it back*a bit. Experts 
on Soviet policy predict that the next five; to six weeks will bo critical for world 
peace .with Russia forced to mako her major decision on her next move while America 
is temporarily distracted by a presidential and Congressional election. The 
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internal situation iri Russia is suspected of being very ted and perhaps deteriorat- 
ing. It should always bo borne in mind that resort to war li a common expedient of 
totalitarian systems t*hcn faced with critical and insoluble domestic difficulties*

Main accent in the Communist press during the past month has boon on 
ITallaco^ campaign, tho racial question and allegations of 11 anti-negro terror 0 » 
high cost of living, housing xdth particular emphasis on ovictcd=and homeless cx- 
scrviccmen, the Kundt-llixon Bill,, and charges of "policy brutality" in various 
American cities* Trotzkyitos aro charged x*ith \fholosalo "\/recking" in the Horthwcst 
which is simply Commnist double talk for mass expulsions of dissident Commies* The 
columns of the^DAILY WORKER have been full also with almost daily complaints that 
"Curran caucus goons aided by brutal Texan police" are unmercifully "dumping", 
(i.O t . beating up) poor harmless progressive seamen" (i.e. , Commies) in southern 
ports. Currant strong arm boys aro denounced as "Fascist swine". An extraordinary 
amount of space is dovoted to reporting natters of interest to Negroes in tho 
apparent hope of winning colored recruits to Stalin's Fifth Column. 

The 'DAILY 'JORESR does not lifco the House Un-American Activities Committee's 
most recent pamphlet "100 Things You Should Know About Communism". It is also very 
unhappy about mysterious "Project X" .apparently referring to American subsidies or 
aid to European anti-Communists. The D.U. also has been running sections of the 
Draft Resolution of tho CP for its coming convention for suitable "discussion" by 
the comrades.

THE COMMUNIST FRONT 



The Vishinsky declaration to the General Assembly of the United Nations 
on September 19th is the most important and significant development on the whole 
Communist front in many months* Every Legionnaire should not only, carefully read the 
Soviet prosecutor's savage diatribe bat file it awry for future reference. As a for- 
mer high-ranking Communist pointed out, this is. the official '' party line" for all Com- 
munists and their ideological camp followers for some time $o come . In military 
parlance Vishinsky's speech might be called the major strategic directive of the cold 
war against the United States subject only to minor and unimportant tactical revisions 
as future exigencies and conditions might dictate. 

While some newspapers reported that Vishinsky's embittered attack "stunned 
and shocked" his listeners and that some delegates wore "heartsick" it certainly had 
no such dolorous effect on seasoned and sophisticated anti-Communists. It was all 
old stuff to then* Vishinsky's vituperative harangue was simply the tiresome old 
Communist trick of shocking and stunning victims into confusion and embarrassment by 
the very enormity of false accusations levelled against them. Trades unionists and 
others with first hand experience with Communists refer to it as the "Stop Shief J" 
tactic. 

Vishinsky's directive actually was a bad tactical error and serious blow 
to American Connunists and their cacqp followers. Obviously necessitated by Soviet 
Russia's rapidly deteriorating prestige and United Nations position because of con- 
tinuous use of the veto it was purely for home consumption and for satellites behind 
the Iron Curtain. It exposed the Comintern's "line" in this country and puts all 
pscudo liberals and crypto Communists very much on the spot. Any fourteen year old 
.high school boy can now put the finger on even the cleverest Soviet apologist merely 
by pointing to that part of the Vishinsky speech from which the phony "liberal " or 
"progressive" has lifted his apparently original ideas, no matter how well rehashed or 
paraphrased from the original Russian of Vishinsky. Vishinsky's ill-natured blast 
therefore in effect pins down and immobilizes American Communists and their carp fol- 
lowers for some time to come. 

This is merely another examole of a long list of similar incidents which 
b.etrayed the Russian Comrunist leaders' supreme contempt for their American flunkeys. 
It will be recalled that in August 1939 Stalin and Ribbentrop announced thoir world- 
shaking friendship pact without bothering to tip off America Communists. The DAILY 
WORKER was actually stunned into silence for four drys, refusing to believe the capi- 
talist news agency reports until it could confirm the incredible news of the pact 
direct from Moscow. On ffto other hand, the Browdcr ousting where it would havo been 
inconvenient to disclose Moscow motivation was quite cleverly handled so as to remove 
all traces of Soviet inspiration. The classic indictment of Browder for "Menshcvik 
revisionism" and "capitalist collaboration" was quietly/planted in an obscure French 
Comnunist paper by Jacques Duclos, where alert American Commnists spotted it and 
proceeded to carry put their orders as if these had/arisen spontaneously within the 
American Communist movement. / 

THE SECONDARY LINE . On September SroOUNTERATTACK , the country's only 
weekly newsletter devoted exclusively to exposing Communist trends, predicted that 
the Communists would very shortly announce 1 a new program designed to ensnare liberal, 
labor, and middle class elements. Our last issue briefly summarized this seven point 
progran for befuddling the public and for diverting attention away from anti -American 
> activities of the CP. On September 12 the/Ml CHIGAN HERALD was the first to enunciate 
the new line. It was followed four days later by theJ&ULY WORKER sotting forth al- 
most word for word the original cxnose of COUNTERATTACK*. On Oct. 4 the CHICAGO STAR 



another party line organ came out wVth its own sevenipojnt* anti->depression program. 
It, needless to say, was identical to those previously released in other CP. line * ■ 
organs*, (Evidently the comrades do not-rcad COUNTERATTACK or they would at least ,

Committee, demanding its abolition or at least 
curtailment; The Coatatnist aid C.P. inspired press has also gone to town with a 
distortion of Senatbi 4 Taft f s suggestion that Americans cat loss of certain critical 
foods in order to bring down inflated and rising trices* "Starve 'em" Taft hKs now 
undoubtedly become the Comradnists* No* 1 whipping boy, with President Truma^, Defense 
Secretary Porrestal and John Poster Dulles, not far behind. J. Parnell Thpfeis and 
J. JSdgar Hoover are tunning only a poor fifth and sixth, / 

ThevIWJLY WORKER devoted a quarter page to boasting that^fcKo Hew York City 
General Duff^/Post of the Legion still has not dared to expel SYDKET^ self- 
admitted Coitoinist, and that BEITER would fight for his right to strly in the Legion, 
right to Jme U. S. , Supreme Court. The leading CP* nouthpicco also was made quite 
unhrapjyty Jimmie O^cil^ election to National Commander* The DAILY WORKER is quite 
incensed over the persecution 11 of a harmless musician and ff ajnti-fascist refugee 0 
HANS^J^SLER, brother of GSBHARDT BISLER. The government is seeking to deport HANS 
for illegal entry* 

The bulk of Communist space is devoted to the theme that only the Comuin-. 
ists are "leading the fight for food and against higher living costs. 8 They axe 
quick to seize on current, vexing issues confronting the majority of the people. 
Veterans 1 housing problems and inadequate subsistence allowances for G,I # students 
are other popular subjects in the C. P. press. This "cat less 11 slogan has already 
been dramatized in New York City by pickets dressed as skeletons bearing signs 
W I ato less — and less.* Heavy and continuous accent on the pressing problems of 
average income Americans, is, as we have already previously pointed out, a natural 
diversionary effort calculated to nake foreign problems, Soviet expansionism, and the 
world crisis seen far away and relatively unimportant matters. ' In other words the 
Conrrunist lino is "Why worry about Greece, China, or Bulgaria when you canH pay in- 
creased rents or get enough to ea^? n 

The DAILY V03KER, which is always containing about lack of funds and con- 
ducting emergency campaigns to n save the voice of freedom* announces that effective 
October 14 it will expand from twelve to .sixteen pages. *Wo are taking this step', 
despite the record high cost of paper, printing, and distribution* We haveNi^cided 
that as the enemies of democracy increase their insolent attacks on tho common people 
it is tine not for retrenchment and retreat but for exnansion and a bolder offensive." 

FORTUNE magazine recently conducted a poll to determine public opinion with 
respect to denying government jobs to known or suspected Comnunists. Tho poll dis- 
closed "evidence of a profound shift of opinion sinco the war." Those who considered

The much advertised, government loyalty check. ostensibly set up to weed 
Communists, end secret camp followers out of the federal service has turned up a 
joker in tho deck* CJuestion II requiros the listing of , all organizations *other 
than religious or political organizations or those which show religious or political 
affiliations* n Now Communists have always strenuously argued that their party was 
a "political 11 organization so no government Communist need fill out this question nor 
need he list any of a hundred different front organizations. Commies do not have to , 
worry about perjury because without mental evasion they can decide-that these too are 
legitimate "political" organizations. Curiously 'enough the rather brief and simple " 
form does not anywhere ask the natural question, "Have you over been or are you.now 
a member of the Communist Party or of -any Nazi, fascist, or Falangist organization?" 
Nor are there rjiy other questions which would tend to elicit this vital information.. 
In other words the entire purpose of the $35,000,000 loyalty check Is defeated -~ 
either by stupid! ty r carelessness — or intent. A Congressional Inquiry has been 
promised,. 

On September 11 Attorney General Clark pronised that *an initial master 
list of Connunist front organizations would be "ready in a few days, 8 and* that it 
would bo made public. The objection had been raised that It would be unfair to dis- 
miss a government employee for belonging to a subversive organization when the gov- 
ernment itself had never defined what subversion implied nor had It ever published a 
list of what it dconed to be front organizations. The list has not been released as 
of October 7th when this issue went to press, 

TITO WHITEWASH MISSIOK ASSAILED * Tho Right Rev, William T. Manning,, 
retired Bishop of the Episcopal Diocese of New York, issued 5 a statement recently de- 
nouncing the so-called "unbiased report" -on religious freedom in Jugoslavia by 
seven pro-Soviet American Protestant clergymen. He followed this up with a letter 
to the H. Y. TIM3S from which the following oxcerpts are quoted:. 

w In my letter I urged all who wish to know the facts a- 
bout Tito and Yugoslavia to read David Martin's book, 'Ally 
Betrayed: The Vnccnsorcd Story of Tito and Mikhailovitch, 1 
In his reply Dr. Melish curiously, but very wisely from his 
point of view, Ignores my references to this important book, 
I again urge all to road who wish to know the facts about 
Yugoslavia, 

n Dr. Melish's statement that Bishop Nlcholai and Bishop 
Irinoy should go back to Yugoslavia and' that they would do * 
so -if they had sufficient 'courage and patriotism and faith 1 
Is insulting to these two great Bishops and will be resent- 
ed by all who know them, or who know the facts as to their 
heroic sufferings in the cause of freedom and religion. 
David Martin 1 s careful record of the mock trial of General 
Mikhailovitch, and* of all that led up to it, explains quite 
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sufficiently why these two great Christian Bishops, and 
many of their fellow Serbians » cannot return to Yugosla- 
via. They were co-workers with Mikhailovitch and, like 
him, they are < not Communists. 

"Dr. Melish's plea that he and Dr. Shipler and the 
group who accompanied them should be listened to because 
they report *only that which we have seen with our own 
eyes 1 is pathetic in view of the fact that they were in 
Yugoslavia only two weeks and that they were there as 
the invited guests of Tito and under his direction. 

B Iho fuller report which Dri Melish tells us this 
group is to publish will, of course, bo read in the 
light of the fact that Yugoslavia under Tito is as com- 
pletely a police state as Nazi Germany was, and as Soviet 
Russia is; which Tito so fully reprosents and in some 
respects outdoes! 

°As.an ihdicatibn of the present rollgious conditions 
in Yugoslavia, I quote from tho. dispatch to SHE TIMES 
of your correspondent John KacCormac dated Sept. 6. In 
* that dispatch, as printed, Mr. MacCormac says that in 
Yugoslavia 1 the schools are almost completely subject to 
Communist influence. Little Yugoslavs, for instance, are 
taught by much tho same methods as the Nazis once used, 
to consider Marshal Tito as a god and to think of war as 
the highest good. 1 

n In the Balkans today Tito is tho spearhead of the 
struggle ^for Communist world domination. Why do these 
ministers wish to givo him their aid?

COMMCJNISTS IN THE LABOR MOVEMENT 

The NATIONAL MARITIME UNI0N"s sixth biennial convention is now : going into 
its third week. It has taken two weeks to organize the convention and set up five or 
six working committees. Every delegate — and there are over 700 -- and every comit- 
tee mcmbor has been the subject of embittered. and protracted wrangling between the 
Curran anti-Communist caucus and the Stalinists and their henchmen. For example, 
a committee had to fly to Cleveland to check records to determine whether that port 
was entitled to two or only one delegate. The Convention is costing the C.I«0. seev- 
men $30,000 per day. Delegates per diem was raised from $10 to $15. They punch i 
time clocks and aro docked a dollar if they are as much as one minute iato for any 
session. 

This very strategic- 0,1.0. seamens 1 union, with its throats of tying up 
shipping and embargoing shipments to Greeco, Indonesia, and other countries under 
Comiesanist ban, has divided into two bitterly irrcconciliable caaps. Or porhaps more 
correctly three as a considerable bulk of the membership is neutral or undecided be- 
tween the two opposing groups of Communists and anti-Corraunists. The National 



Executive Council of six is evenly divided between the wrangling factions but Curran 
has previously admitted that 107 cut of 150 National officers, port delegates, and 
other employed officers a^know»£<VF t members or close supporters. The Communists 
in the^MCI through H0WAR$ 3^CgENZIE have already announced that they favor a third 
par^y^and they also wSHt" the American merchant mpa'fne nationalized, ■ 

Both sides brought up heavy artillery against their .enemies* Rep.

10 convention urging "unity'^ana intimating that/Curran's w red-baiting a 
would wreck the union and set back "progressivism, 11 Curran countered by reading a 
strongly worded letter from Phil Murray urging the convention to support th© ( parent, 
CI.O'^s stand against Communist interference. Both sides have filed notice of 
threatened court action alleging fraud or violation of union constitutional* rig)>t%, 

Curran also charged that the MJ's National Secretary, FERDIlIAiro/^MI TH , 
colored Vest Indian non-citizen, was holding offico illegally and that as a "result 
of this flagrant violation more than $30,000 of the membership's money was spent in 
special Council meetings and by-elections, " She N, Y* WORLD-TELEGRAM claims that 
SMI2H is iri this country illegally and has never been naturalized. Ho has been 
identified as a Communist by the C^P^s former state educational director, also a 
Negro, TIM HOLMES,

The Convention does not elect any officers * it merely lays down policy 
for the year to come and revamps or changes the union 1 s working 'machinery ♦ » Elections 
follow later this Pall, The protracted confab has not been without its dramatic 
highlights, excitement, and fun. At the end of Currants 120 page report one delegate 
shouted "Thank OodJ n to 'which Curran beamed "I am happy to see the brothers are re- 
turning to religion," 

The CI.OJs largest CP. dominated union, the UNITED ELECTR ICAL R^DIO AND 
MACHINE jft ORKERS , concluded its convention in Boston last ^^r^i' m T^^<xowi m^t ' 
will^'undoubtedly be the pattern to be followed by other Comaunlst-controlled unions f , 
By a 3,817 to 598 roll call vote it ordered its right wing forces, >banded together 
as the UB MEMBERS TOR DEMOCRATIC ACTION, to disband and cease all further anti- 
Communist activity under penalty of being expelled from office or from the union,, 
UEMDA leader James Carey, Secretary of the CI.O., had demanded that a special com- 
mittee bo set up to study charges that UB Communists were enjoying privileges 
denied to non-Communists, 

ThojroMDA, also asserted that their union long had been * a dumping ground 
for Comnunists extolled from schools, the government, and other unions,* Shat those 
Commnists, devoid of any electrical or other experience required by the membership,* 
stepped right into *nice salaried Jobs in the union, This situation, they claimed,, 
had resulted in th<^^gJWA becoming the largest CP, dominated union in the country*. 

The convention condemned/^he House Un-American Activities Committee and 
demanded its abolition. Members wno testified or cooperated in any way . with the 
Congressional committee wore warned that they "were betraying the union" with- the 
intimation that such union displeasure would be implemented with punitive action*. 
On tho other hand, CARL ALDO JkARZAKI , convicted Comunist facing a prison term for. 
perjury, was enthusiastically received and given an ovation,* He frankly admitted 
that his "sympathies were with Soviet Russia," Tho union's official line on foreign 
policy did not deviate noticeably from that laid down by Vishinsky in his U;N.* speech. 
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, The UEMDA anii-Communists announced that they would carry their fight to 
the C.1,0. convention to meet in, Boston a week from now.

Many Americans, including even Legionnaires, are, still under the misconcfcp-i 
tion that the Russian masses behind the Iron Curtain can somehowbe reached fey ohr 
side of the story and that once the Russian people iinderstahd what America stands for 
and is trying to achieve in world amity and peace, they will find ways and means of 
curbing their Communist rulers 1 lust for world dominance. H. A. t>. Fisher, liberal 
.British historian, wrote a history of Europeah civilization shortly before the out- 
break of the war. Profi Wisher summed up in striking language and irrefutable logic 
the whole cniel phenomenon of the'Soviet system. A profound student of European 
civilization, Prpf * Fisher found the Soviet regime uniqueand without parallel in 
history* Europe and Asia have been cursed by tyrannies and autocracies of every kind 
and description since the birth of mankind. The Bolsheviks added something new. 
This is a remarkable coordination of propaganda* censorship, thought control, and use 
of absolute terror. Prof. Fisher makes this point: 

"Yet there is this novelty in the Soviet system. A living 
religion is enforced by the massed large-scale propaganda of a 
scientific age, by machine guns and airplanes, telephone and 
telcgraoh, printing press and film, broadcasting and the regimen- 
tation of all the arts. A hundred and sixty million human souls 
are by a gigantic system of governmental pressure hernetically 
scaled against the invasion of unwelcome truth. All previous 
experiments in tyranny recorded in hunan annals pale beside this 
colossal achievement.? 

A N. Y. TIMES writer goes on to comment: 

^ Western Science Wins . The success of the Soviet experi- 
ment in hermetically sealing up such a large part of the earth 1 s 
surface and such a large proportion of the earths population 
nay be attributed in the first Place to our scientific age — 
to which, of course, the Russians have contributed something, 
but which is nostly a creation of the Western World. 

"Times have changed since the Chinese built their Great 
Wall to ward of f tho attacks of a fierce neighbor and the 
Romans stretched their lines all across Europe from the mouth 
of the Danube in tho Black Sea to the mouth of the Rhine in 
the North Sea. The Russians build no walls with moats and 
turrets, they send no legions to fortified cajsps to keep 
watch on the barbarians. A few men sitting in Moscow and 
using the telephone, the telegraph, the radio, tho printing 
press, the motion picture, planes and trains, create and 
maintain that invisible shield which has come to bo known as 
the Iron Curtain."

HOLLYWOOD* The novie industry, with the exception of the Paramount 
and RKO Studios, is still reported, as being heavily loaded down with highly 
paid "charjpagne and. swixxdng pool proletarians". Despite a great deal of 
publicity about "cleaning house 11 the only housecleaning done out there appears 
,to be that of anti-Comuniits who testified a year ago before the House Un- 
American Activities Coanittee* Many of these Anericans are reported as having 
had their contracts textainatqd, or not renewed upon expiration, or simply 
unable to get any assignments whatever despite ability, experience, and 
previous steady essployncnt. They are blandly informed that the present 
bad sltusip in pictures with resultant budget retrenchments and curtailed 
schedules is the solo reason for their present non-e&ployxacnt. On the other 
hand there is nothing to indicate that a single Cornunist or fellow traveler, 
other than the original ten individuals cited for contempt, has been ousted or 
lost any work* And there seeias to be sone suspicion that several of those 
ostensibly fired frosa the industry are presently marketing their wares through 
' . dummies or under new na&cs. Jimie Fidler in a recent broadcast raade this 
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nxnsubstantiated charge and other sources of known reliability tend to 
support it* There is no question in the Hinds of authorities on this 
situation that the Stalinists are ^7ell entrenched and not only -imune to 
exposure and ousting but are able to finger and discharge their known 
energies* 

An analysis of about twenty pictures put out by those studios 
with the heaviest concentration of Conrscunists and ;fellow travellers reveals 
that the fiosnies are resorting to the age old tactic of hiding behind innocent 
shields* One bad egg is slipped into every picture so that if any objection is . 
made or boycott threatened, the reputations and income of several hundred loyal 
Americans is involved* It is also assumed that no considerable protest or 
unfavorable box office reaction need be feared where only one or two writers, 
directors, actors or others are in the -picture* Outstanding pictures, which 
nearly everyone xvill normally went to go and see will naturally carry one 
or two outstanding stinkers sonewheres in the background so as to give them 
a build-up ride* Another angle is that riding along in the sane vehicle 
with 95 or 98% with popular stars and good Americans the public will get the 
inference that they too, are OK* Nice going. — oh is it??? 

Congress&an TTood of Georgia, who presunably will beco&e the new 
Chairaan of the House Un-.teerican Activities Conuittee, has already given 
out a press statement that he felt the novie industry had been sufficiently 
investigated and that he did not contemplate continuing the hearings so 
suddenly and raysteriously called off by J* Parnell Tho&as last October, 192,7* 
Thomas .promised to resume "the hearings this January but lost his chairmanship 
when the House went "Democratic* Thomas claimed that he would uncover at least 
fifty more leading Cosmnists and fronters in the novie .industry. 



There have been a number of excellent articles on Coianranism and n 
its - various aspects in recent issues of national magazines. Oddly enough, 
there has been nothing in raany years on Coxraunist infiltration in the 
colleges and the leading role played by college professors in various, 
Connnmist front organisations and* whitewash co&aittees supporting and, 
defending various Cosmnist causes and Comunists in difficulties.

nPHB rape of Czechoslovakia and % President's 
message to Congress on ilarch 16th pointing 
out the now clear menace of world communism poses 
a serious question for the Legion. Are we doing all 
we can at Post and community level in combating and 
exposing communist activities? Or are we complacent- 
ly ''letting George do it"? Resolutions and oratorical 
efforts are obviously not enough, Strong arm methods 
and various other attempts to prevent communist or 
near-communist meetings are both beneath .Legion 
dignity and counter the fundamental -constitutional 
American rights. 

! Communists in East Europe when clo$e to .seizing 
power, or after actual seizures of power such 'as 
recently occurred in Hungary and Czechoslovakia, 
1 broke up meetings of their opponents and practiced 
i every form of -violence and terror against their help- 
less victims, .Having stifled all opposition and public 



opinion in a bloody reign of terror, these brutalitar* 
ians naturally do not have to worry about public 
reaction. Terror is openly advocated and usM pre- 
cisely for the purpose of silencing all public protect 
against the crushing of the last few remaining hu« 
man rights. 

What then can Legionnaires effectively do to 
combat these .Fifth Columnists in our midst end yet 
stay strictly within the law of the land and bounds 
of patriotic propriety? Plenty! First let us briefly 
analyze the problem. The nature and purposes of 
world communism are now generally understood by 
all literate, informed Americans. Communists, no 
matter what their pretenses, are foreign agents in 
any country in which they are allowed to operate, 
The Canadian spy trials more than proved that 
point.

Put' copies in your local libraries, particularly cot* ; 
leges and schools* Communists are assiduous in . 
planting their well-disguised propaganda in such 
libraries,. Do likewise, with exposures of such sub* 
versive propaganda. 
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* These news letters and public^Bns keep 
you sand your community inform^prom week to 
weekUn the latest shifts 'in the communist party 
line as well as the newest fronts and booby traps set 
up to ensnare the unwary. When a known pro-Soviet 
apologist is slated to lecture in your city, to address 
a meeting, speak over a local station, or make any 
kind of public appearance, form a small delegation, 
assemble all your facts (having first made doubly 
sure that they are facts), then call upon those re< 
sponsible for importing the out-of-town peddler of 
Soviet propaganda and in a friendly, helpful man* 
ner call their attention to the fact that they evident- 
ly have been misinformed as to the background and 
record of the individual in question or 'to the true 
intent and purpose of the allegedly bona Slide organi- 
zation* 

Or if some of your local prominent people have 
sponsored or lent their names or Contributed money 
to indubitable .C. P. fronts, perform the same friend* 
ly advisory service, ^Remember that you are trying 
to protect a local citizen from being made the fool, 
so belligerence and blustering are entirely out of 
order. If your local organization or citizen rejects 
your friendly, documented advice, then obviously 
you are dealing with a willful fool or with people 
who know exactly what they are doing and don't 
care, In other words, you will have uncovered 
another C. P/ironter. 

Let me also at this point offer a warning against 
indiscriminately calling people "communists" if you 
do not have legal .evidence that will stand up in 
court to support your charge. Communists are now 
in su6h deservedly low repute that many State 
courts have .started to rule that unwarrantedly call* 
ing an innocent person a Communist Is libelous in 
itself. Any lawyer or judge advocate Can suggest 
alternate terms for fellow travelers and communist 
.sympathizers and stooges. For accurate definitions 
see Communists in the Govemm$nt, a U. S. Cham* 
ber of Commerce pamphlet, The Americanism Divi* 
sion at Indianapolis has a limited supply available 
for distribution to Americanism officers. 



I think it would be an excellent idea for eaeh Post 
or district or county council to have a strong Press 
liaison Committee which would keep ,the local news* 
papers and radio stations informed on the latest 
Shifts in p&rty line as well as to warn against new 
fronts as they are set up, Exposure in advance i$ 
naturally far more effective than exposure after the

facWand fteedlMjgggy, far more disconcerting 
to the comrades^PmelWmlin front. 

Communists make continuous and adroit use of 
the "letters to the editor" columns to inject -their 
poison and to boost and whitewash each other as 
"liberals," "progressives/* Or "union leaders," 
Utilize these columns for countering and exposing 
their activities. Likewise, when newspaper editors, 
radio news commentators and others favorably men* 
tion or plug some communist book, speaker, organic 
nation, movement, or communist enterprise, be quick 
to draw 'their attention to their mistakes and ask 
for a rectification, Many newspapers and other pub* 
liqity media have secret communists on their staffs 
who regularly slip in a neat hypodermic needle full 
of ,Moscow virus. They simply neglect to mention 
that "So and So" is a well known communist or 
that "Such and Such Organization" is a communist 
front and a fraud. Call their attention to their "mis- 
takes" in a friendly manner, .Honest and patriotic 
people appreciate .such .friendly tips. Those who 
keep right on making similar "mistakes" should 
have theif employers or sponsors notified* 



Movie producers and producers of nationally* ad* 
vertised products have extremely sensitive pocket- 
book nerves, Communists discovered this years ago 
and have been highly successful through sheer fraud 
and bluff into scaring these people into firing anti- 
communists and others on their blacklists. It is 
high time that we, the overwhelming majority of 
Americans, demand that national "advertisers cease 
subsidizing indirectly the communist party by em< 
ploying at fancy salaries clearly proven party mem- 
bers or consistent camp followers and supporters. 
All communists must "kick back" heavy percentage 
e$ of their salaries to the Party j so every time you 
buy a book, a magazine with an article by a commu- 
nist in it, listen to a lecturer, attend a play or movie 
written by or in which known communists and i $1* 
low travelers play any part, or otherwise contribute 
financially to a commie, you are subsidizing the com- 
munist party, 

The communists keep a flock of pro-Soviet apok 
ogtsts and confusionists traveling around the coun- 
try as lecturers and speakers. All lecturers and 
speakers not known locally should be checked before 
contracts are signed or arrangements made for them 
to appear in your community. Know who you are 
listening to. AM fund collectors and ticket sellers 
should be required by th$ local police to identify 



themselves and their org*^H|^K) order to pro* 
tect the general public agSmstl^g flim-flammed 
on phony communist 1 fronts. All street solicitors 
should be made to identify themselves,

' I suggest 1 a national circuit of anti*communist ex* 
perts, such, as those who addressed the Washington 
Seminar last November, to follow each other in' 
regular sequence bringing to every American com*- 
munity authentic and enlightening information on 
every aspect ot the whole, subversive problem, The 
cost would 'be very small and could be reduced still 
more if five or six, local patriotic, organizations 
formed 1 a committee to secure such speakers and 
divide the expense between them. 

Communist fifth columnists in this country- are 
pure, parasites in that they are totally dependent on 
us for the funds necessary for them to, carry on 
theifc subversive work- Cutting off or at least mate* 
rially reducing* their annual "take, M running into 
millions of dollars, is obviously one of the most effec- 
tive and quick means of drastically curbing their 
activities Bvery* contributor to*C/P. fronts should 
be continuously exposed by every possible legal 
means, Never, forget the; fact that communists oper* 
ating in our midst are in effect a secret battalion of 
spies, and saboteurs parachuted by a foreign foe far 
inside Our lines at night and operating as American 
citizens under a variety of disguises just as the 
Nazis did in Holland. and Belgium. Every art oi 
human, cunning is therefore necessary on their part 
to protect themselves and their, subversive mission 
from exposure.

Far from their homeland And' base of supplies,* 
they are totally dependent on 'us for cover, food, 
munitions and transport. The front 1 organizations - 
continually set up by the C. & are therefore nothing 
more than screening auxiliary forces which keep the 
secret battalion supplied, clothed and fed. Merci* 
lessly" and. tirelessly exposing and putting these 
fronts out ot business is manifestly almost as vital 
a& detecting and. exposing actual communists and 
spies. Actual official investigation is obviously beyond 
our jurisdiction and under the law it is the proper 
field ot the P. B; L, while the exposure of front organ* 
izations and communist supporters is the function 
oi the House Un-American Activities Committee. 

This critically important Congressional Committee 
is badly understaffed and has been able barely to 



scratcll^e sflfece of the whole vast problem of 
subversion in^fc country, carried on as it, is by a 

secret battalion of some 75,000 or 80,000 trained 
Communists and an estimated auxiliary corps oi 
750,000 to one million dupes, camp followers, secret 
sympathizers < and ' casual supporters, American citi* 
zens therefore must protect themselves from being 
flim-flammed , into joining, sponsoring, contributing 
to, or otherwise supporting a host of apparently 
worthwhile, humanitarian movements and organiza* 
tions, a high percentage of, which may turn out to be 
C. P. fronts. The Detroit Board of Education per- 
formed a signal service recently in sending $0,000 
copies ot the Attorney General's subversive list to 
all school teachers and other prominent Detroiters 
as a public service- Anyone wjio had innocently 
joined such a front now knew the full facts. Anyone 
who subsequently joined could hardly plead inno< 
cence, 

No doubt a number oi patriotic, sineere people 
Contributed money to the Joint Antifascist Refugee 
Committee under the misapprehension that' their 
money was helping keep aliv& starving, and-, miser-: 
able' Spanish refugees in France. Subsequent dis- 
closures showed that the communists themselves 
boasted that the Joint Anti-Fascist Refugee Commit- 
tee supplied the funds' for Tito's transportation 
from Moscow to Yugoslavia^ and that the leading- 
Comintern agent in the U. S. AL, Gerhardt Bisler, drew 
at least $6,000 from this organization to carry on his 
nefarious anti-American activities. And one of the 
eighteen Canadians involved in the atomic spy cases 
testified that he first was snared into the American 
League for Peace and Democracy " because of his 
sincere interest in peace and combating fascism. " 
He started out stuffing envelopes, A few years later 
Russian agents had "developed" him, into an im- 
portant atomic spy, 

A large pereentage of Legionnaires, are, union 
members, yet at least a dozen or more large, national 
unions are completely communist controlled or influx 
eneed. It is quite plain that at least in these unions 
Legionnaires have taken it lying down. Communists 
seldom exceed three per cent of the membership of 
any union, nevertheless with this insignificant minor- 
ity they have been able to seize absolute, control in 
many unions. Legionnaires in these unions, many of 
them critical in national defen$e r have a man-sized 
job Cut out. for them*. Let 1 them take heart and ex- 
ample from the recent house-cleaning of communists 
in various C> I. O: unions, It can be done. Legion* 
naires ^communist-controlled unions should band 
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together into a real United Front 
loyal*American on a common de: 
of cleaning out the Stalinists. 
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All Departments and Posts should be eternally 
vigilant against any attempts to sabotage or wreck 
the ;Hou$e Un-American Activities Committee, the 
Washington State Legislative Committee on Subver- 
sive Activities, or the Fact Finding Committee of the 
California Legislature, also known as the Tenney 
Committee. Communists have made the destruction 
of the House Un«American Activities Committee 
their top priority objective. The U, S/Federal Courts 
have recently upheld its powers and constitutional- 
ity, The legality of the Washington State Commit- 
tee has been seriously challenged by the zealous 
Stooges of the C. P. in that state and the task Of 
undermining and wrecking the Tenney Committee 
goes on night and day. The American Legion should 
be in the forefront in demanding that similar sub* 
versive investigating committees be set up by the 
State legislatures in every Department where com. 
munism is a serious threat. Despite Legion support 
in the passage of Michigan^ Callahan Act, this law 
requiring communists to register as foreign agents 
has been nullified by pressure lobbies to the point 
where the Michigan's Attorney General has indicat- 
ed that he will not attempt to enforce the law, In 
other words, we are still fighting a losing, defensive 
'rearguard action in Michigan, 
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It was the ^V^V paralysing general strike 
that made the ^raumst coup in Czechoslovakia an 
assured success. I am .sure that American labor has 
read well this lesson and is setting its house in order 
so that such a bloodless evolution or .seizure of 
power can never be attempted by Staling agents 
in this country. 



The American Legion is composed Of men 'Who 
risked their lives on the field of battle for their 
country in two world wars. 'Military wars of aggres* 
sion have now been replaced by aiar more insidious 
form of warfare-apolitical or psychological *wat. 
Shooting wars have been turned by the communists 
into "cold wars/* Cold wars require even a greater 
degree of vigilance and militancy on our part than 
shooting war$, The fight again$t America's enemies 
goes on. 

There is work, important work, : for every loyal 
Legionnaire as I have outline4 in this article, Every- 
one is now familiar with the communists' fanaticism 
and their ruthless, dynamic drive for power, If 
75,000 ianatical communists can indoctrinate, eon* 
trol and activate an estimated million dupes and 
camp followers, surely The American Legion's more 
than three million members ,can arouse, warn and 
instruct the remaining 139 millions of our citizens. 
The task is clear, the weapons and tools are avail* 
able—let *s go! 




COMMUNIST FRONT 
ORGANIZATIONS 

AND HOW TO 
RECOGNIZE THEM 
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A communist front organization may be defined 
as one which, although it is purportedly set up and 
carried on for some specific, worthy and altruistic 
cause, nevertheless was created by crypto*commu« 
nists or fellow travelers and is influenced or con* 
trolled by them to conform to the current party line 
of the communist party. Long experience and* 
highly developed techniques have made the creation 
of front organizations a new and vexatious phenom- 
enon in American life, It is not always easy to spot 
new front organizations. Many worthwhile and pa* 
triotic organizations find the going hard because of 
the general , suspicion which has now been aroused 
by communist fftnts in the past years, "When in 
doubts-find out" is an excellent motto to use when 
considering endorsement or, support of any new or* 
ganizations the sponsors or promoters of which are 
not well and personally known to you, The Ameri- 
canism Division>riiain tains a special service of check* 
ing and reporting on new organizations. Make use, 
ot it when you or your local community- has any 
doubt as to the bona fides of some new movement, 
organization, or group. Always send along a letter- 
head, statement of policy, official publication, or 
other printed matter of the organization in ques* 
tion. It is quite often impossible t;6 determine wheth* 
er an organization is or is not> a frorit without a 
letterhead or roster of its sponsors and governing 
officers. 



The following twelve tests, while, not necessarily 
infallible, if applied singly become cumulatively 
persuasive and convincing when totalled, In other 
words, some non-front, innocent, organization might 
become, suspect, because it apparently conformed to 
one, or two of. these tests but only an unquestionable 
communist froht organization would meet all twelve 
tests; 

A Check List for Front Organizations 

1, The Daily Worker, PeppUs World, Chicago 
Star, and other known communist party organs con* 
sistently support and publicize the suspected front or* 
ganization, The birth and christening announcements 
of front organizations are frequently first announced 
in such party organs, 

2, Paid advertisements and notices invariably 
appear in communist organs, Such advertisements, 
if extensive, and continuous, are merely a device for 
transferring some oithe front's funds to the mother 
communist, party,. 

3, Literature, posters, tickets, etc, of the front 
organization are on display or for sale in communist 
bookshops and other places under indubitable com* 
mtynist party control. 

r b< The front organization's printing, as disclosed 
by the telltale union label number or printer's i ' bug, n 
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is done in printshops known to pti 
ture^of the communist party, o.. , 
nated unions, and other front organizations. For 
Example, In Fact, although it strenuously denies any 
communist connection whatever, is printed by New 
Union Press (union label No. 412) which is owned by 
the communist party and does most of its, printing, 

5. The front organization, regardless of its 
avowed purpose, is actively .and vigorously support- 
ed by those unions known to be under communist 
party control, the exact degree of' effective commu- 
nist control of such a union often being strikingly 
revealed by the amount of publicity and lavish praise 
bestowed on the newly-created front organization hy 
the union in question. 

6. The general aims and avowed objectives of 
the front organization do not conflict with nor are 
ever at variance with the known communist party 
line of the moment. Nor does it ever question or criti- 
cize the foreign policy or any action of the Soviet 
Union. 

7. Respite its specifically professed purpose, usu* 
ally the loftie$t and noblest of which human idealism 
,can conceive, the tront organization does engage at 
various times and in varying degrees m some pro* 
Soviet, pro-communist activity, openly or covertly. 

8. Disregarding its avowed humanitarian and 
altruistic objectives as well as its new and deceptive- 
ly misleading name f the front organisation's pedi* 
gree .can usually be traced back to some other indu« 
bitable communist party front now defunct because of 
exposure or selMiquidation. JB<g, f the American 
Peace ;Mobilization rose from the ashes of the .Amer- 
ican League ;for Peace and 'Democracy, which in turn 
was merely a change in name irom the .American 
"League -Against War and Fascism, which Sprang out 
of the United States Congress Against War and Fas- 
cism, in turn born out of the World \Committee 
Against War and 'Fascism, A genealogy of the cur- 
rent National Council for American-Soviet Friend* 
ship back to its father Adam, the .American Feder* 
ated Committee founded in 1921 by Dr. Dubrowsky, 
an associate of Xenin and Kamenev, would read like 
a BiblicaMist of "begats" going.through fourteen or 
fifteen generations* 

9. The front Organization is sponsored and sup- 
ported by individuals and organizations themselves 
generally of unquestionable front character. Ana* 
lyzing such sponsorship lists and dividing them into 
three categories, we 'usually find: (1) indubitable 




innocents and^JESJPTs totally unaware of the 
Judas goatrol^iey are playing; (2) seasoned ;fel- 
low travelers whose names appear on .a fairly high 
percentage of .such sponsorship lists, and (3) well- 
known' or suspected pro-communists, usually kept 
down to an innocuous-appearing, minority. ■ 

10, While the front's Sponsorship list may boast 
of a number of socially prominent, important, and 
often some impeccable names including known anti« 
communists, representing, as they* usually do, all 
walks of life and strata of our society, the strategic 
positions of control are invariably in the hands of 
totally unknown or obscure individuals who are 
either willing and thoroughly reliable communist 
agents or unexposed communist party members, Posi* 
tions of control are those fulUirne, salaried positions 
having access to the membership lists, finances,, fedi« 
torial policy, records, and correspondence, 

11. Unlike most other organizations which under* 
go normal, slow, human development from birth, 
through years of babyhood and childhood to matur- 
ity; front organisations, like „Minerva, invariably 
spring into life full-fledged and armed irom the fore- 
head of the Comintern. Practically all American 
front organisations literally sprang into existence 
over night to meet specific, pressing communist 
exigencies arising out of current and important 
issues of the day or changes in Soviet foreign policy. 

12; Just as their spontaneous generation, defies 
the laws of -physics, the incredibly high and sudden 
mortality of such fronts denies all normal processes 
of deterioration and decline. Soviet .foreign jpolicy 
and its shadow, the communist party line in this coun- 
try, has taken another twist or turn and the front or- 
ganization is no longer needed or becomes a stultify- 
ing source of embarrassment, so it is literally scrapped 
overnight. Membership of such front organizations, 
,no matter how large they may be, are seldom if ever 
informed of the liquidation of their "democratic" 
organization, A notorious example was the instant 
scrapping on the morning of June 22, 1941, of the 
American -Peace Mobilization when Hitler suddenly 
attacked :Kussia. 

The A- P.M. had been picketing the White -House 
for weeks and denouncing President Roosevelt as a 
''war-monger plotting to drag this country into the 
imperialist war." The picket line was withdrawn 
that same day and the nationwide American Peace 
Mobilization which had been dedicated to withhold- 
ing supplies from England, 1 against Selective Service, 
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against arming; of. convoy^RIcT^pnst all defense 
appropriations was literally scrapped within, a mat- 
ter of days, The chairman of, the Washington 
A. P. M. stoutly denied that; there was any connec- 
tion- between .the dissolution oiA>P. M, and Russian

inactive are set forth in light face type, It was

1 deMct; Communist front 1 organizations are set up 
over night; thrive for a year or two and are invari< 
ably liquidated as quietly ands as -suddenly as they 
sprang; into >lif& The mere v publication of a list' of 
such fronts by the Attorney General of; the .United 
Stated the House Un-American Activities Commit* 
tee, or some State committee is often the cue for a 
change of name or liquidation* This list, therefore, 
will undoubtedly become rapidly obsolete in a mat*

It i$ recommended that copies of this checklist be 
given, as a Region public service to community and 
neighborhood leaders and'molders ol public opinion 
such as newsmen, ministers, radio newscasters, teach- 
ers, business, labor and professional leaders and 
such others as; are usually victimized by communists 
on various front organization booby traps,

It should be. carefully noted that the following 
checklist is confined to publications and organizations 
cited 'by official government* agencies, A number of 
indubitable front's not officially cited are therefore 
omitted. Alert, Counterattack, Frederick Woltman oi 
the N< Y, World-Telegram, and other competent' au* 
thorities have compiled their own up-date lists 
which should also be consulted by- those interested Jn 
this problem* Space has been left 1 throughout the 
checklist for adding the names of new fronts as they 
arise or are officially cited by competent agencies.

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THE COMMUNIST FRONT 

The four nost significant developments oft the world* Coi&uinist ! 
front during the past raonth in order of importance have been China, the 
TfShit taker Chambers "punpkin" &icrofilns, the Berlin election, and the CI-O. 
Convention in Portland, Oregon. All have been fairly well covered in the 
public, press except for certain unknown angles and such cooaent and 
interpretation as uay be indicated. The Chinese debacle amounting to 
abandonment of a wartinc ally is undoubtedly the high water &ark of success 
of a highly placed clique of pro-Soviet appeasers insinuated, into the, State : . 
Department fifteen years ago^ It . also narks perhaps for the first tine in 
history the defeat and, destruction of a country whose freedom and independence 
was guaranteed by another protecting power through the' newly developed technique 
of "treason frca within" or infiltration of the foreign policy making agency of 
the protecting power. The "Open Door" in China has been an African Far Eastern 
Monroe Doctrine since the turn of this century. The history of American diplomacy 
at least prior to 1935 or 1936, lias been to block all power grabs aixaed at vast 
and. inchoate China. 

The United States went to war with. Japan and sacrificed two hundred- 
'thousands of our cozorades in the long and bloody Pacif ic war to prevent Nippon 
frora slicing off what we considered strategic parts of northern China. As 
Counterattack so succinctly pointed out, "TJhat did we fight the Pacific war 
for at all?" Did Americans die horribly and, needlessly f root Makin to Iwo Jiaa 
and Okinawa merely to hand China over to Stalin? Vfaat price Bataan Death liarch, 
Corregidor, Guadalcanal, New Guinea, Leyte and a thousand- other bloody beachheads 
and jungle battles, the staggering naval losses fron pearl Harbor to the Straits 
of Suragao, the years of imprisonment and horrors of Japanese ca$ps and, all y that 
go to make up the fearful, price we paid in suffering and death, to say nothing

'World Cosmnists have been neither slew .nor backward in recognizing 
the full significance of. the Cccwanist gains in China. .Foster and other Asorican 
Coarautnist leaders cabled their warqdst congratulations to the China Corcamists. 
European Coissunists -leaders crowed their elation over the' fact that their arorld 
party was ahout to take over one :of the iTorld's strategic areas with a 
population of roughly 'four hundred raillions. J. BlCW^mSdSSl, 1BCA radio 
coaaentator and vetcrar/sponsor iof C.ostay .fronts, speaking before" a v&ldly 
applauding aecting of thJ&ai^ : |^A_pEIOCRATIC PAR EASTERN POLICY, 
another Comamist front, sumned up Coxraunist exultation in the following 
words : 

"All honors and respect to the Coswunists who are leading 
the Chinese Revolution, (great applause) 17c aust recognize 
our .identity of -interest with that Revolution. (Applause) 
In six to twelve months when Chiang Kai-Shek is' dead in his 
grave and the Kuoarintang As scattered in the ;rubble of history 

and the Liberation .Porces have taken over China and we 

aust .recognize them in the United Nations — and all the 
colonial areas of Asia. have also been liberated, then, when 
the representative of the Soviet Union in the United Nations 
rises and says he speaks for aoro than half of isankind, we 
Americans will have to hang our heads .in shane." (Treaendous 
applause) . 

After China corses India and the -rest of strategic Southeast Asia, the United 
States, British Cosanonwcalth and western .Burope ^Till find theaselves cut off 
Iroa two thirds of the hunan race and aany vitally iaportant raw products as 
vrell as markets on which their economies are dependent. Counterattack 
reported the Coseainist audience as beaming and glowing wiWTaTxsTacn'on 
as : their life dreaa of a Soviet world seened appreciably advanced by the 
knifing and betrayal of .China. Coanunists are 'cynical realists. .They 
know \rhere and how the future of the world is being decided. " 



General Vsedeaeyer's report to the State Department on China after 
returning to this country has never been published. ",%? ' Another unpublished 
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document which may soon sec the light of day is* a letter written by General 
de. Gaulle to President Roosevelt- after " the alleged' terms of agreement at 
Yalta were made public. This letter is said to be an eye-opener on the 
betrayal of eastern Europe. Mr. Alger Hiss, presently under indictment for 
perjury and alleged by Vihittaker Chambers to have been a highly placed Soviet 
agent in the State Department was an "advisor" at Yalta, Mr. Kiss during the 
years he was in the State Department allegedly set up new "empires" embracing 
some 600 additional employees.

In the hushed up and now- almost for S otte ^^^^^^^gjC see HABT 

TALK October 19ii6) no less than 600 pilfered State Department documents were 

found by the P. B. I. in one Hew York office alone where they were, being 

microfilmed for shipment to Russia. Significantly many of these documents 

dealt with secret Chinese matters' including disposition of Nationalist 

divisions and future plans disclosed in confidence to our military leaders, 

all of which were naturally of inestimable value to the Chinese Communists then

confined to a very- small area of that vast country. As Pearl Harbor so grievously 
and tragically demonstrated — high level espionage pays off in railitaiy- victories 

The Attorney General of the U.S. has now announced, that his Dept. of * 
Justice is working on "stricter spy- laws". This, of course, is locking the 
bam door after the calf is stolen. "Stricter" sp^* laws on the books will 
mean little or nothing if enforcement depends on individuals who have already 
demonstrated' their utter incapacity to prosecute spies. The Prime Minister of 
Canada on September 28, 19^5 handed President Truman a list of thirty-six Soviet 



spies operating in this country as uncovered by Russian cables filed t at Ottawa 
and turned' over to -the lioyal Canadian Hounted police by Igor Gouzenko. 'This 
list -was given to the ^ Department of Justice wWch'prestuaabJy ordered the T.B.I, 
to investigate. Indications are tint the efficient T.B.I. -raxst have done 
SQine thing with the list in over three years. Not a single Soviet spy has ever 
been arrested in this country ^ either as result of the Canadian spy trials, the 
Chaubers-Bentley disclosures, the Grand Jury at New York, or as result of other 
breaks. . NOT QMS. LOME SOLITARY SOVIET, SPY . 

The American -public is -therefore left to infer -that- £ there never 
were "any Soviet spies operating .in this country. Or secondly that the F.B.I, 
was too butter-fing ered to c atch -even one. Third alternative, that there 
were spies, that the. did its j ob but 'that sosse one in the J ustice 
Department decided they could not win a single case and th erefore took it ' 
upon its elf to nolle prosse. fourth and only other alternative to this riddle 
as to why Uncle San can' t catch Soviet spies while Canada, England' and every 
other country apparently knows how, is - that the State 'Department unde r n advice >L <tf 
pre decessors to General "Marshall dec ide d it flight > exacerbate our _dellcat 'e 
relations., with Russia and' needlessly Tile up very sensitive and touchy Mr. Stalin. 
There is something rotten sosaewhere^and it is not in the state of Deiaaark. 

It raist be self-evident to even a child that until you convict and 
i&prison your first Comunist spy there is no evidence or legal -proof of 
Corounist espionage . The courts ^recognise only convictions sustained -through 
all courts of appeal. A thousand tlhittaker Chambers and Elisabeth Bentleys can 
testify -to Coranunist espionage frosvnew to 'the end of tine and, its still, hot ! l> 
legal proof. Any they pan be sued for slander or libel if : they utter 'their 
allegations outside of Congressional coradttee Jtounity, as Chafers is 'presently 
being sued by Hiss .for $75*000 on grounds of slander. And "the Coaaunists exult 



in their papers that the charges that they are foreign agents and spies is, a 
vicious slander because not a single Communist has ever been. arrested^ on 
grounds of espionage. "If wo are Soviet spies why hasn't the P.B.I*- arrested- 
us?" is their taunt. 

The whole sordid story of Soviet espionage in this country as a 

form of Stalinist "reverse lend lease" for eleven billion dollars worth of 

critical war supplies, has been lowered to the gutter of political ^ 

recrimination and petty bickering. President Truman, who apparently takes 

his advice on this question so vitally* isaportant to national security from 

politician still thinks 

the whole business is "red herring" and cheap political- stunt by a "dead 

committee." It is heartening to report, however,- that the. nation's entire 

press and radio,, except for the extreme left wing,, quickly and vigorously took- 

issue with him over Ids curious attitude. Even the leftish NE1T REPUBLIC which 

consistently defends • Comunists, attacks the 1 House Un-American Activities 

committee, and. demands its abolition, denounces , President Truman 1 s loyalty check 

program, and which "on principle" is opposed to all. forms of "witch-hunting" had 

this to say last week: 

"It would be nice if we could sidestep the xirhole nasty mess 
simply by kicking the House committee around. But the 
evidence indicates that" State, Department documents were, 
really stolen. There are now facts which Alger Hiss must 
explain. Thus the slow-moving Justice Department has 
itself to blame if it seems always to be prodded by the 
publicity-snatching' committee. The facts must come out 
and they are ugly." 

In a democracy such as ours no nasty mess can ever be permanently 
hushed up. Hurder will out and t the American public three and a half years 
after Canada sent its spies to prison has a right to know all the facts so 
vital to; their security. 
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The Berlin ejection which: went 87$ against the Communists merely 
skews that Germans despite terror, the Red Arxg^r, and every meais of pressure 
have seen enough of Coaemmism .close, at hand to want no part of it and are 
willing literally to risk their necks to keep what shreds of democratic 
freedom they have been able to achieve in that ruined country. Europe, 
however, is temporarily a Russian side shoffj the Berlin blockade and all 
the other furore stirred up there by the Bear That Walks Like a Han were mere 
diversionary shows to concentrate attention and anxiety away from -Asia. The 
next moves on the -red chessboard vail probably be soon uncorked in -the Middle 
and Near East. 

Equally interesting as a study of Communist psychology and colossal 
audacity .Is the official line on the ponding trial of twelve indicted leaders. 
Cozrmnists are quick to take advantage of every "letter of the lav; -in harrassing 
and bedevilling their enemies as v/ell as squeezing ^out the last drop of legal 
protection when caught -in any sort of difficulty. For example^ while thousands 
of undesirable .non-Communist aliens were deported last year, there is no record 
of a single Communist leaving been deported although some sixty-six were picked 
up and slated for deportation over sixteen months ago. The CP. line on the 
trial is simply one of non-recognition of the competence of American courts to 
try them on -this particular indictment. The very indictment itself is not even 
called a "frame-up" but by Communist definition is in itself an indictment of 
the "whole rotten capitalist-bourgeois system. Their line in typical Marxist 
double talk goes like this. 

A ProtestaJxt minister could not possibly get a Jfair trial' in Franco 
Spain. A Catholic priest would-be a fool to go to trial in a southern Ku Klux Klan 
ridden area. A Russian Jew accused of ritual murder by a Czarist court was 
obviously doomed when he walked into court. The very charge against him was an 
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indictaent of the bigotry and superstition of the Russian judicial system. 
The very charge against the twelve CPi leaders is - ' likewise an indictatent in 
itself and the heart of the whole frane-up. Not only are all Cosraunists i 
ipso facto innocent and pure of heart but any court proceeding against then by 
that very fact proves its own guilt of outraggouss fra&e-up.

In New York Alfred Kohlberg of the American Jewish League Against 
Coraoinisn charged that New York- public schools were being used, after hours for 
childrcns* classes conducted by the INTERNATIONAL .WORKERS ORDER. The ISfO has 
been cited as subversive by two U.S. Attorneys General, the House Un-A#orican 
Activities Connittee, and several state agencies, while the classes ostensibly 
were organized to teach Hebrew literature and' Jewish traditions it was charged, 
that under ISJO tutelage the children were indoctrinated in atheism and Cojraunist 
party line ideas. As could be expected the I5IO screoaed. that the whole business 
was "an unfounded attack and gross violation of freedom of education, - freedoa of 
thought, and freedon of belief."

PMUPHISrS IN THE LABOR MO'

Aiaerican Conauriists suffered one of their greatest reverses at the 

recent C.I.O. convention. The CLO* since its very conception has always 

been the darling of the Comunists. Many C.I.O. unions today powerful and 

well-financed owed their infancy care and upbringing largely to Stalinists . 

"Fearful FhH ,f Murray, who "for the past two years has been conducting a tinid, 

creeping offensive against the Muscovites in the C.I.O. which he heads, at 

last threw off all caution and really sailed into the Comrades. Gluxa and 

crushed, the Cossaies bitterly denounced the convention as "The Jteatgrinder." 

GEORGE MORRIS,, who handles labor natters in the .DAILY WORKER groaned out: 

"For hypocrisy and cynicisra the 10th Convention of -the 
C.I.O. has no second in African labor annals* Tfe have 
heard of all sorts of unionise, cosapany unionise, Taf t- 
Kartley unionisu, etc. .Bat I perceived a new variety at 
the C.I.Ofc; convention ~ buzzard unionise. The buzzards 
"were as thick as flies there. They seer&d happy at the 
prospect of carrion/ 1 * 

"buzzards" is merely HORRIS*s definition of an anti-Coxisunist. 

Observers present at the convention were .inclined to gi ve ;7alter 
^u,ther , ^eor^e^aM ^ii^ige, ^Jg^ ^rran^ ^i^j^ill an d other bitter 
anti-Cosnunists greatest credit for the drive against the Stalinists. Day 
after day the Coanies who love 'to dish out abuse and vilification but are not 
too sweet at taking it, cat glun and stunned as the steamroller crunched and 
ruabled back and forth across the corpse of -their C.I.O. hopes. Only HATLES 
of the UNITED .EUSCTRICAL, RADIO, and UACHHIE 1J0RKERS load the nerve to get up 
.and utter a thinly veiled threat. The CP. line of destrpying -without > 
coxapunction unions and organizations slipping f ron their control was ' 
paraphrased by HATLES as follows: I? Don f t mistake this attitude of our union 
for a sign of weakness that we do not have or are afraid to use the weapons 
of destruction if we are convinced vre have to use them to protect the integrity 
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of our organisations." Otherwise no, official/ C. p. organ has as yet given any 
.inkling as to, its future course in the C.I.O. It is directly counter to all 
iiarxist-Leninist strategy for Co;;mnists ever to secede froza or allow thezaselvcs 
to be isolated fror* the toain body of the organized labor nove&ent. That the 
eleven or twelve CI.0. Coinmnist-controlled unions will- withdraw and set up a 
third federation of labor is therefore extremely unlikely. 

The Coaramists the&selves while stunned and glum did not feel 
themselves permanently defeated. Temporary reverses are shrugged off as 
texoporary inconveniences, fihat the C.I.O. convention leaders and delegates 
did not understand is precisely -what so few Americans understand about 
CoOTunisia — they nay be knocked dovm, trampled on, huniliated, utterly* 
discredited, and apparently knocked out for good but they always cosae back . 
A dynajaic fanaticism of this sort obviously requires a- greater counter 
fanaticism and. eternal straggle to keep then down. Six«ply to defeat 
Consaunists and- then to forget about thera and return to other pursuits and 
interests is suicide. 

In the C.I.O. UNITED AUTO 170RKERS and other unions where they were 
badly beaten a year or two ago the Co^&mists are slowly but surely re-establishing 
their roots anong the workers in the locals. Like MacArthur, their slogan always 
remains "170*11 coue back I " Only foraer Coaaeunis'ts or those who have been closely 
associated with Comdes for years, understand the problen of dealing with such* 
tireless, fanatical Fifth Columnists. Curran of the IffiU, for example, is 
ruthlessly purging over a hundred .leading Stalinists out of that strategic, 
paritijaa union. He is not concerned with their "rights 11 , whether they can find 
other employment, or the niceties of "live and* let live.". Coaauriists in control 
of unions are utterly nercilcss in fraaing, expelling, and starving their enexaies.

The long battle, often breaking out into pitched fist 
fights at local meetings, has been xaging all susner and fall. The TWU 
convention at Chicago was a conpleto rout of the Stalinists. A new 
constitution was adopted barring union office -to Cosnunists. The National 
Executive Board vras purged of sixteen leading Stalinists, t\Tenty international 
representatives who leaned towards Hoscow/for inspiration lost their §kOO a 
raonth jobs, 012,000 per annun counsel HARRY SAC1ER was .fired, and even the lowly 
office help 'down to the last little Corcay girl typist got the axe. Not even the 
UNITED AUTO 1i?ORKERS or MffiJ could natch 'the thorough house cleaning by the Iron 
broon of "the triumphant right "Wing. Fourteen years -of knuckling down under 
ruthless and cynical Coauunist dictatorship had left little of 'the uilk of 
huaaan kindness in the breasts of W5 unionists. Unionists who .have jfelt the 
lash of Comunist econcoic terrorise across their backs are -not likely to 
indulge In wishy-washy, nasiby-paEiby sentincntalisa so characteristic of middle 
class liberals.

The Bureau has probably already been advised that the Sub-Cozsmittee on 
Subversive Activities of the American Legion is conducting a series of two-day 
seminars on Communist Party Activities in Hew York City on February S and 6j 
at Indianapolis, Indiana, on February 12 and 13; at Birmingham, Alabama, on 
February 19 and 20; and at San Francisco, California, on February 26 and 27. 

At the -Indianapolis seminar on February 12 and 13, this office is ad- 
vised by Mr* TOM SAWYER, National Chairman of the Americanism Commission, that 
Legion representatives have been invited from midwest American Legion Posts. 

This office has received one inquiry front the Cincinnati Office inasmuch 
as a National Acaderoy graduate and possibly other police officers from cities 
within the jurisdiction of that office have beerr invited to attend. A repre- 
sentative <of the Indianapolis Police Department who is also a member of the ^> 
American Legion it is understood is also expected to attend. 

;This office is also advised that 1 among persons who will address the 
seminar are BSNJA1£IH\GITW>^ £n2^BSn0v|ENTI£7 and a number of others. Mr. 
SATOffiR has advised t*kt this seminar is mot only for the purpose of pointing 
up the menace of Communism but alsoVif j*>ssibl§ to consider some constructive 
ways of combating it. He states thaV particularly \t the S&n Francisco 
seminar it is expected that JJr. JACmENNT and DIC^CK©S will participate. 
Mr. KBNNX has headed a legislative coWttee in the State of California in- 
vestigating un-American activities, and it is hoped that some means of extend- 
ing the investigation of un-American activities by legislative committees 
to other states might ensue, likewise it is hoped* if possible to discuss 
some methods of legislating against Communism on a state level. ^

With the dissolution of the original Federal Grand Jury at ilew York 
investigating Corrtunist espionage and the Dcnocratic reorganization of the 
Congressional Un-ASterican Activities Coaaittce for the 81st Congress, this is 
on appropriate tiwe briefly to sumarize and recapitulate the whole sensational 
spy disclosures of the past year. Those who attended the Legion's Counter- 
subversive Seninar in Washington, November 19h7, already knew the \vholo sickening 
story that was to break eight. Months later in the public press. Howard Rushnore 
and Isaac Don Levine told nost of the story of rings of Soviet agents in the 
State Department as well as the -story of Hr. Adars3' activities in connection 
with Soviet atonic espionage a3 'far back as 191*3 • 
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The House Uh-iVterican^ 
second and f inal voluste of espionage hearings? hold between August* and December, 
It stakes fascinating and; distorbjMg; reading. 

The first Federal Grand Jury heard testimony for eighteen aonths 

and. hastily- returned a, single *-Sn^c|^nt' : -f<) , r perjury against Mr. Alger Hiss 

during the last day or so of its life. - Statutes of limitations barred- 

bringing any other Indictments against Hi*. Hiss).naw President of the Carnegie 

Endowment for International Peace. : A second, Grand Jury- was quickly ■ convened 

to continue the probe, as >|ysjdLfc r ;a£ the; ^ittaker-Chai&iefs »" cticrofilw which 

had reposed peacefully for ten, years not in a pumpkin but in a clothes closet 

in a Brooklyn hone. ; The pu&pkin was a temporary hiding place only for a day 

but it unfortunately gave newspaper wits andjthe Cornunists scaething to play 

with: and cast discredit on the nature of the documentary proof of high level 

- ■ * I 

State Department, spying. The fact that. African foreign policy and national- 

security were gravely ecaproaiced in the 1 critical years 1937-3& by the theft 

of these top secret dispatches jaade little or no impression on the less 

responsible newsnen. . The acre fact that these critical f iLas had been-briefly 

stored in a hollowed outpupj>kin reduced' the whole story of Soviet espionage to 

the level; of a racy ^iv^oi-ce scandal pr so^e other equally trivial and trashy 

bit of sensationalism. 

Despite all efforts to .discredit, niniaase,, or dismiss these, Soviet 
spy disclosures the following drref utable' and \igly facts' regain. Soviet spying,* 
conducted on- a &ass basis: 1 heretofore undreaaed of by other .powers and designed 
to blanket this country froa top secret State DcpartJnent dispatches to very 
ordinary" military . and industrial secrets ,\ goes back, at least twenty years.. 
From 1933' onward specially selected, and trained agents were infiltrated into 
certain government agencies., Each cell or unit was rigorously self-contained

and in conpletc ignorance of any other cells or rings, &e:abers of -Which sozictines 
worked ;in -the sano office unknown ; to each other. Like aaoeba and other low f oms 
of life the cells constantly split up endlessly setting up new secret units and 
rings. 

As previously pointed out in Edna Lonigan's article in Huraan ^Svents , 

reprinted in the September 19h& Su&aary, the primary objective of xaany of these 

high level agents was not espionage at all but the long range .plot to infiltrate 

into policymaking posts in our Federal government so as to influence policy in 

behalf of Soviet Russia and to weaken and 'soften the United States by poisonous 

advice, There are intelligence officers, aeabers of Congress, and other Washington 

observers who assert that all' such potential quislings have not been uncovered and 

eradicated frott the Federal service. Senator Karl 2. Mundt fonaerly with, the 

House Un-Arcterican Activities 'Corraittee^ stated recently: 

".Many of the confusions and contradictions in our recent 
foreign policy fiascos and the -resulting chaotic conditions 
now existing in Asia and ,£urope are directly attributable 
to Soviet-supporting ;reco^nenUatipns, proposals, and 
treachery of State -Department representatives.* 1 

General Pat Hurley, foraer Ambassador Bullitt, and other leading Africans, 

military as well as civilian, have charged 'for &any years that our .entire 

Chinese policy has been sabotaged and poisoned for at least ten years by highly^ 

placed but unidentified State Department officials. She ousting of high calkbre 

&en like General Pat Hurley, Ambassadors Joseph Grew, Arthur Bliss Lane, A. A. 

Berle, and others noted for their staunch anti-Cort^nisawas as the Coaaunists 

often phrase it "No Accident." 

Another disturbing aspect of the problea has been the fact that very 
few of those implicated in the espionage disclosures had any open or known 
Coastuntst connections or background of front activities. Thus their careful 
selections had completely nullified and by-passed our amateurish systcn of 
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clearing loyalty cases merely by running *nanes through, various files. 
Investigative procedures which because of lack of personnel and tine uerely 
checked a subject by openly interviewing his friends, neighbors, and fonaer 
enployers and asking whether ho was loyal are hardly likely to catch trained 
spies. Trained counter-intelligence officers privately aciait that the 
government f s vrhole $2£,000,00Q loyalty investigation prograa is unlikely to 
turn up any really dangerous people because it consists merely" of running the 
nanes of all government eaployees through various files or indices of naiaes of 
people who have previously had soste-sort of connection with subversive?- or 
doubtful organizations, groups, or &ove:aents.< Obviously people trained for 
espionage,' high level government infiltration, and other fonas of top secret 
work are selected solely* on the basis that their backgrounds are devoid of 
detectable taint or suspicion. 

It was a uniform and monotonous characteristic of practically all 
those recently surnoned for questioning before the House Un-Aaerican Activities 
Com&ttoc that they* had excellent family backgrounds, were graduates of the 
Harvard Law" school, Phi Beta Kappas, Masters of Arts, and were highly regarded 
and trusted bysooe of this country's outstanding citizens and leaders. Hone, 
needless to add, had ever read the DAILY TOKIIER, or been connected with any 
Condctrist front organization. Yet nost of thea despite their juapeccable 
backgrounds, dazzling social connections, claias of unimpeachable loyalty- and 
integrity, and foracr high positions, refused to answer the simplest questions 
on constitutional grounds of possible self -incrimination. 

Intelligence and security officers who were not already fully aware 
of what had been going on, were naturally stunned by the Bentley-Budenz-Chaobcrs 
disclosures. Very few had. suspected the magnitude, thoroughness, and high 
degree of success achieved by the Soviet spy networks in this country. It 
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revealed Moreover the glaring and depressing fact "that counter-intelligence 
In this country -is practically non-existent or at best in Its nursing bottle 
infancy. 

It is easy to be "wise after the event. It is .also quite hunan and 
natural to find a scapegoat or to blaae collective failings on a particular 
person or group. As a young and pioneering .nation safe between two vast 
oceans, Africans have always been trusting and open-hearted* Spying, treachery, 
intrigue, and high "level duplicity have always been "novie stuff 11 and luckily 
confined to Tar-away Asia or Europe. 'Deeply rooted Anglo-Saxon uores held 'that 
a &an (and thus in effect all jaen) is innocent until proven guilty. Mo instinctively 
dislike close-ttouthed, suspicious, or secretive people. No good American likes 
to suspect or impugn the 'honesty or loyalty of another African — it f s downright 
Un-&ncriean. The spy disclosures "therefore have shown nothing txorc than the 
rselancholy fact that riost of our top officials and leading citizens were sisply 
good Americans. Jhey trusted everybody and were congonitally incapable of 
suspecting evil of anyone, particularly sonc person highly recommended to thexa 
or so-Tte one they had known since boyhood. 

Treason and sedition are extremely difficult to prove in court under 
our present laws. Our espionage laws are 'weak, archaic, and full of holes as 
every good spy knows. Ml a careful spy in this country has to do is to operate 
undetected for three -years, — the statute of ligations. Our own national 
conplacency and indifference makes the United States a spy and traitor's Paradise. 
Canada promptly and vigorously prosecuted and imprisoned her spies over three 
years ago. Soao Canadian spies drew sentences as high as ten years. Spying is 
not quite such a cinch 'up /there. In this country, as this Suauary has frequently 
pointed out, HOT A SHIGIS SQLIiVJtf SOVIET SPY 1IAS BEEN EVEIf ARRESTED OR PICKED 
UP FOR QUESTIONING although "they apparently stole everything except the Washington 




xaonu&ent during the past fifteen: years, lie one "apparently seeias to care or 
to be very such upset. Lax and indifferent government officials, busy with 
what they" consider ";aorc important" saatters, untrained in security and 
knowing nothing whatever about Comxnisn, subversion, and espionage can hardly 
be expected to act vigorously and intelligently when nass; public opinion itself 
does not act as a prod. 

Authorities now recognize that the theft of certain top secret 
State Department docuaents &ay very well have laid the powder train^for the - - 
outbreak of Forld._War^ ££ eosting; the 1 lives of twenty-five million people. 
The classic shift in Soviet policy fron unrelenting opposition to Hitler to 
the overnight announcement of the infaraous Ribbentrop-Uolotov pact in August, 
193?* is now attributed by experts as probably traceable to Soviet espionage 
in the U. S. State Department. And if it were not for the House Un-Aaerican 
Activities Coraaittee and the courage. o£ V/hittaker Chambers and Elizabeth 
Bentlcy in exposing this whole gigantic and bizarre plot against our country, 
the American people would still be completely in the 'dark on the whole story.

For the past aonth &any American writers and commentators on foreign 
affairs have devoted increasing space to the theory that the whole Berlin

General HacArthur has advised the U.S. Chiefs of'Stafl that the Chinese 
seacoast JLs now the western frontier of the United States and a Cosminist 
China neans an ultinate attack on the Philippines and Japan. 

3Drx private conversations General HacArthur is said 'to have favored 
lend-leasing American planes to Nationalist China to blast Coa-SMnist amunition 
dunps and lines of supply. Ifiao Tze Tung r s fted amies are now dangerously 
over-extended and HacArthur feels that three weeks tactical 'boribing would 
* completely jtotobilise and destroy their capacity •£ or offensive. 

3t will be interesting to observe "whether there is now a 'change in 
/oaerlca'e 'do nothing attitude "with respect tcr China "under the 'new Secretary of 
State, Dean'Achesonv poraer Ambassador Bullitt has ^reported that it still is 
not too late to save China. Chiang Kai Shek*s amies control "vast areas 'of 
China and the line of 'the "Yangtze .river can be defended with comparative ease 
providing only that "the nationalist forces receive adequate military supplies, 
air cover, and soaoe ooral encouragement. 

Various legal K&neuvers to prevent or stall off the pending trial 
of twelve Cosxsunist leaders sceas to be the &ain occupation of American 
Comunists 'this uonth. Sone are quite infantile; others show an incredible 
facility for "patient mass research as well as a high order of legal astuteness. 
One argument for delaying the trials was that 'TOJJA1I Z. 'POSTER suffered ;fron a 
bad heart condition and &ight die 'as a "result of courtroom strain. The trials 
of the 'other eleven would also have to be indefinitely postponed i unt32 iir. 
Poster's heart improved as he was inextricably involved In the joint defense 
and -would be vitally important as a witness for the other eleven under 
* indictment. 
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A far nore clever idea was one calculated to attract wide public 
sympathy and perhaps attract judicial recognition. Tl*e composition of twenty- 
eight Hew York City jury panels comprising 7>U87 nanes and going back ttf T$kQ 
were analyzed with the alleged finding that executives and jaen of wealth far 
outnumbered manual workers,! Negroes, Jews, and the very poor. The Cornunist 
lawyers claim that while manual, workers and poorer section residents roade up 
$% of the population less than % of then were selected, for jury duty. They 
charged, ^Te shall prove by incontrovertible facts that Tfell Street and„ Parki _ 
Avenue control the jury sys ten- here %and- have- converted it into a conviction 
machine. 11 

This argurwnt is backed up with pictures of ultra, swank apartaent 
houses and hotels where so&e of the jurors are alleged to live. The axaount of 
work involved in tracing the economic backgrounds and residences of 7,1*87 people 
is testixaony to the tireless zeal and thoroughness, with which Conarunists pursue 
their devious objectives. Just prior to the opening of the trial Coraunist 
attorneys brazenly demanded, that every Federal Judge in the Southern District of 
Hew York disqualify hinseif and that a, new judge be brought in frost the outside.

The Monthly analysis of cowunist propaganda is oxaitted f rosa this issue 
due to the delayed appearance of the December issue of the Sttwaary.

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"Mrs. IRVIUG SLAV loves her two .kids. f She likes to, 'bo 
near the&, to 'hug then and to kiss : theft, and to put 
v 'then t<? bedj just like any American aether -in this 
country. But Mrs. BLAU toy not see her kids for a full 
year. , She has been -sentenced to jail .for one year. Iter 
crirte is that she refused to surrender to anti-Cocnunist 
hysteria and "turn stoolpigeon against other American 
fathers and mothers. She refused to let a witch-hunting 
grand jury bully her into giving up her American deiaocratic 
rights to f her own political views. She r6fused to sell her ' 
birthright. Itrs. BLAU is the seventh such victin in Denver. 
Her husband is >aiaong the .other six. ■ 

"These brave people are fighting to keep toerica free 
of thought control and political dictation.

The D.y;. also is stepping up its attacks on President Truaan, demanding 
instant fulfillment of all of the .President's campaign promises and .a few things 
he never promised. .Resignation c£ general Marshall as Secretary of State and his 
-replacement by Dean Aches on was called "cat andxaousc ga&e playing with the peace 
of the United States." The President's off the cuff renarks recently in Missouri 
that certain Russian leaders were favorable towards peace and understanding with 
the United States was dismissed by the D.Yf. editorial writer as "dished out 
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nonsense. 11 The: Progressive Party's slogan, "End the cold war™ should be the cry 
of the entire nation, the Ceramist paper adds, "the public should urge Truman 
to begin ixrtediatc negotiations with the Soviet Union as offered, by Stalin and 
Molotov this year." 

The official Cosmunist mouthpiece then goes on 'to develop a faniliar 

psychological warfare the;ae intended to frighten and weaken the enemy; "you are 

alone — you can't win I 11 Yfe quote , 

"The Soviet Union's firs*, clear,, and : sixaple peace^ policy 
is winning the support- of the people all over the world. 
. One Presidential advisor after another is returning; from < 
Europe and Asia with the soae story, 'the people- are 
turning agains£ us, 1 they say. The people, of the- world, 
are hungry- for peace, only the Wall Street ato& bomb war- 
mongers and profits hungry capitalists are plotting- war 
against the peaceloving Soviet Union. China is already 
lost to the United States. TJhole countries are falling*; 
away." 

A continuous barrage is zeroed- in on Defense Secretary Forrestal, who 
appears to be the Coraamist party's Enemy jfl. Philip Hurray-, Walter Reuther, 
David Dubinsky, and Cardinal Spclljsaan are also very- unpopular with the sxaear 
artists of the Conraunist press,, scarcely an issue going out without sosae forn of 
tirade or vilification attack on these individuals. 

THE COi&lUNIST' POSITION ON VETERANS fl BONUSES & PENSIONS 
The CoMwunist press, quick to seize upon and exploit popular issues, 
has been* strangely silent on the African Legion *s Old Age Pension plan. The 
Harxist-Leninist line on soldiers 1 bonuses, pensions, and: donatives should be 
clearly understood by all Legionnaires. The Coranunists are always in favor of 
bonuses and other fonas of cash gratuities to veterans, particularly if such 
donatives are likely" to place a severe ccononic strain on an Already bad economic 
situation. On the other hand Commists cannot be expected to shear any- great 






enthusiasm for or even interest in veterans 1 old age pensions payable 1 twenty 
or thirty years froa now when such pensions obviously -would give a sizeable 
segoent of the population a vested interest in the perpetuity of the economic 
systen guaranteeing such old age pensions. In other words veterans are not 
going to be very -receptive to proposals to overthrew and destroy a government 
and economic systen which pronises to contribute to their care in their old age. 

the Veterans Coaaission of -the Cosratriist Party last year assigned one 
of its saec&crs to explore the 'Whole veterans 1 situation and to write a "party 
nanual on how best to exploit veterans 1 grievances^ -radicalize ;£orner G.I.s, 
and turn then into potential allies of the party on certain issues. After 
spending sozae tine and study on the problen, the Conrounist charged with this 
task, carne back to report that the veterans of Vforld TTar II were so thoroughly 
integrated into the rest of the population, were nearly all eiaployed, or going 
to school and drawing other 6. I. Bill of Rights benefits, that no discernible 
opening chink .for the wedge of discontent and radicalization could be -found. 
The whole project was thereupon dropped except for a li&ited anount of sniping 
on veterans 1 housing, housing frauds, and other obviously good propaganda 
openings. periodic examination of the tre'nds of now Coarunist par^hlets as 
displayed in their various bookstores shows nothing .new on veterans since the 
abortive "Ruptured Duck 11 pamphlet of ;f our years ago. 

Sunning up, it aight be .stated -that short terra Corrainist interest 'in 
the veteran at the present tine is close to jail. Until there is a widespread 
depression -with several .hundred thousand or a million veterans out of work, the 
CoMuriist mster plotters have far &ore attractive lines of division and disunity

A young student at Northwestern University writing to toe Chairnan 
of the National Ancricanisn C omission claims that speeches and orations delivered 
in oratorical contests (not the Legion's High School Oratorical Contest) have 
three strikes on them if they laud Africa, its land and its people and their ways'. ^ 
Last year the winner and runner-up delivered blistering attacks on the House Un- 
American Activities con&ittee and won 'the contest easily. lie blaned the "very 
evident leftist attitudes of sccc of the professor- judges, who ate up everything 
denunciatory of Africa* 11 His letter went on to say that u mny were openly 
fellow travelers." ' ■ 

The SHOW UP,- anti-Coirunist newsletter' published in Phoenix, Arizona, 
oalces -an interesting observation, the editor points out the extraordinarily 
high percentage of Harvard Law School graduates naaed in the: recent espionage 
hearings in Washington. The SHOUT UP then, points out that Harvard is an endowed 
school with sone $160,000,000 contributed by wealthy, successful aluoni who 
probably never drca^d that at least part of their aoney would be used to train 
students for legal careers apparently devoted to destroying the very systexa that 
made their donations and Harvard possible. This obviously is no reflection on a 
great institution of learning such as Harvard as no university could possibly 
foresee years in, advance what all of its graduates would do with the knowledge 
imparted to thesa. This ironic situation, however, does point up the curious 
defect in our educational systera brought out by Hiss Bentlcy in her testinony; 
Namely, that we spend billions to make young people sj&art and highly successful 
but that basic, elcxaentary loyalty to one's land and people so^aehow gets bleached ' 
out and lost in the process in so &any- cases of adolescents seduced to Coanninisn 
in their college years. 
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"The Foreign Missions Conference of Worth America faceting recently in 
Pennsylvania called upon all Protestant Churches to lace the world-wide advance 
of atheistic eoramisa with "sober rcalisn". In & long and detailed policy 
document the conference stated, "Not since the spread of Islam in the seventh 
and eighth centuries has the Christian church act such a combination of 
fanatical zeal and political expansionist Its ideas and at least its underground 
activities have reached all countries. 11 The report went on to warn against a 
"wait and see attitude" while Coaraanisa "spreads with the speed of lightning 
because it offers the 'world's under-privileged masses the great and iteediate 
hope of freedom fron their bonds and disabilities and the botteraent of their 
estate." 

Tfhe House Jto-A&erican Activities Comit tee's recent panphlet "100 Things 
You Should Know About Cosnunisxa and Religion" (U.5* Govt. .Printing Office, 10 
cents) was T»t with a blast by the iiethodist Federation for Social Action's 
CoradssionXor Propaganda Analysis. A special report prepared by this 
coals s ion under the chairmanship' of Prof. CLYDE R. HHLI21, charged that the 
House Coacalttee -was -working hand in glove with the Ronan Catholic Church toward 
the destruction of .Protestantism in America. The report, according to the New ■ 
York glass charged that the Congressional Corxaittec was seeking to link 
Protestantism with Cosraunisxa. *lAn examination of the anti-Protestant propaganda 
which has coae fron the House Coxnittee and which "has been ardently exploited by 
the Ro&an Catholic hierarchy confirms that this propaganda is intended to xaake 
the "word ICoranunist 1 .as potent a stimulus to automatic .rejection as tlx word

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The last word' from the Red Dean? - Hewlett Johnson, Dean of Canterbury, 

took, quick exception to President Truman* s remark that seise of Russia's' leaders 

were eager for an understanding with the United States, inlying that there was 

a split within the Politburo. Dean Johnson, who personally knows every weaker 

of the lit :>ian Politburo, issued, a press statement in England saying, "No one in 

Russia, and I say this without qualification — wants war." He said that his 

recent "lecture tour" in the* U.S. convinced him that the average American wants 

an understanding with Russia. For the benefit of Aa^ricai^war^zaongors" the 

Dean warned:" " --" 

"Incidentally forget the idea of a push-button war. If the " ------ 

West f ights the # £ast it wilX be the most appalling, long, 
and bloody war the world has ever seen. If there is war 
we nust think in term of 200,000,000 Russians, 100,000,000 
other east Europeans and two hundred to three hundred millions 
of Chinese., Partisan amies will- spring up all over Europe.

The N.Y. County of the American Legion has asked Mayor 0 ! Dwyor to end 
the use of public schoolroom after' hours by the INTERNATIONAL WORKERS ORDER, 
listed as C canonist- and subversive by the U.S. Attorney General. For several

years a nmrber of H.y. schools have been used by the X'.Tf.O. for alleged instruction 
of Jewish children in Hebrew folklore and other Jewish subjects. The AMERICAN 
JEWISH LEAGUE - AGAINST CQJfifiinSH filed the first protest after investigating the 
courses which it claincd were "atheistic" and strictly Coraznist Parity* line having 
nothing whatever to do with the legitimate teaching of Jewish courses. Closed 
hearings were held in the office of Andrew Clauson, President of the New York City 
Board of Education. LEE PRESSMAN appeared as counsel for the HITERNATIOITAL WORKERS

COMMUNISM.

(10£ at the 
Govt. Printing Office,, Washington, D. C.) BEK GOLD, Pres. of the INTERNATIONAL 
PUR -AM& -ISATHER.TOraD^ UNION (CIO) called the pciaphlet "dirty-, sadistic, and 
conspiratorial." KARRI BRIDGES of the I. L.W4jV also" mentioned: in the. pamphlet 
was quoted by the N*Y. Torres as saying, n It r s not worth the union or rays elf 
wasting tine to reply to the pipe dreans of the comittee. That's all I have to 
say." The House Comittee report stresses the fact that certain Coraunist- 
controlled unions offer a definite threat to American security in tixae of war 
and could undoubtedly seriously haaper the fighting power and industrial 
Mobilization of the United States; in tiac of crisis.

country. According to JUstia Oray, as aoon as it ie a tpestlom of the activity of
